Dangerous One. 


’ @ 
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Washington, December 21.—(Special.)— 
With the adjournment of congress for the 
holidays, the final disposition of the peace 
treaty is as clear as it will be after the 
vote has been taken in the senate. Two 
weeks ago Ye matter was in doubt—today 
it is as certain that the treaty will be rati- 
fied as it will be that it has been after the 
vote has been taken. Developments of the 
past few days have removed whatever doubt 
there may have been, and notwithstanding 
reports to the contrary, the individuality of 
William Jennings Bryan has had much 
to do with shaping the end that is certain 
to come. 

Bryan has been here in Washington for 
several days and has conferred frequently 
and freely with democratic leaders of both 
the senate and the house. He has advised 
the ratification of the treaty and he is out- 
spoken in the ,opinion that aside from “| 


question of national obligation it is a mat- 
ter of party policy for the democrats to 
throw no obstacle in the way of ratification. 
There are leading demacrats of both the 
senate. and house who less than a week ago 
were in doubt as to whether or not demo- | 
crats should assisf in ratifying the treaty. | 
More than that, some of them were out- 
spoken in the opinion that it was perhaps 
better to reject the treaty. Today many of 
these democratic leaders take the open po- 
sition that the treaty should be ratified; and 
that it will be, no one who has studied the 
situation from the inside, as I ‘have for the 
past few days, can have any reasonable 
doubt. 
The Real Contest on the Question. 

It must not be understood that the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty will carry with it the 
assumption that all those who vote affirma- 
tively are in favor of national expansion 
across the Pacific. Of the senators who will 
vote in favor of the treaty there will be re- 
publicans as well as democrats who are op- 
posed in principle as well as in theory to 
the transoceanic expansion of our national 
domain. The ytake, however, and very prop- 
erly, the view that the question of expan- 
sion, per se, is not involved in the consider- 
ation of the peace treaty, and that after the 
treaty has been ratified and Spain has been 
eliminated as a factor in the 
problem, it will be time enough for us to 
consider the policy which is to be pursued 
in dealing with the Philippines. 
here will come the real-eontest on the ques- 
tion of expansion. 

Incident to the discussion of the treaty, 
or after it has been finally disposed of, a 
resolution will be introduced declaratory of 
the purpose and policy of this government 
in dealing: with the Philippines. This resolu- 
tion will be framed very much on the basis 
of Cuban resolutions adopted coincident 
with the declaration of war in which it was 
deciared that the policy of this government 
‘would be to give to the people of Cuba a 
free and independent government of their 
own.* So will the Philippine resolution, 
which promises to evoke even more general 
interest than the consideration of the peace

treaty, declare the purpose of this govern- 
ment to so conduct its control of the Philip- 
pines that the islands will be permitted to 
establish a free and independent govern- 
ment, as soon as their people are capable of 
maintaining such a government. In other 
words, the purpose of the resolution will be 
to put the Filipinos, as well as the world, 
on notice that we do not acquire the islands 
a@s a permanent possession or in pursuance 
of a policy of national aggrandizement, but 
that we take them as an incident of the 
war pledged to withdraw from them and 
leave them in the hands of their own peo- 
ple as soon as they are in a position to es- 
tablish a safe and secure government of 
- their own, we, in the meantime, maintaining 
absolute control of the islands under milita- 
ry government. It was the determination 
to present a resolution of this kind as a 
rallying point for the expansion and anti- 
expansion elements, both democratic and re- 
publican, that took from the consideration 
of the peace treaty such doubt as might 
have existed as to the outcome, and which 
now makes its ratification a foregone con- 
clusion. Of course, there will be those in the 
senate who will-oppose ratification, but the 
indications are that such opposition as will 
be manifested will be more conspicuously 
presented by republicans than democrats. 
It is said that the republican patriarch 


tion. The treaty rejected, Spain wouid be- 
come once more, and with more conspicu- 
ous danger than before, a troublesome fac- 
tor in ‘the final solution of the Philippine 
problem; not that Spain in itself could 
prove annoying, but by virtue of the fact 
that through its instrumentality the flame 
of international complications might Le kin- 
died. The ratification of the treaty will re- 
move all danger on this score. Of the reso- 
lution declaratory of the purpose of this 
government to grant ultimate independence 
to the Filipinos, it may be said that neither 
the discussion nor the vote on it will be 
confined by any means to party lines, and 
the outcome is, to say the least, in doubt. 
A large majority ofthe democrats will vote 
in favor of it and a large majority of the 
republicans will vote against it. But the 
of either minority is sufficiently in- 
volved in doubt to render exceedingly ques- 
be taken.

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FOUGHT WITH’ REVOLVERS. 


STREET DUEL RESULTS IN DEATH 
OF DETECTIVE RILEY. 


Fight Was Caused by Renewal of a 
Quarrel—Riley’s Pistol Contain- 
ed Empty Cartralges. 


Chicago, December 21.—In the midst of 
crowds of pedestrians on Kinzie street, 
close to the passenger depot of the North- 
western railroad tonight, two men engaged 
in a desperate encounter with revolvers. 

One of them was killed and the other 
probably owes his life to the fact that his 
antagonist’s weapon contained an empty 
cartridge. Dennis E. Riley, a detective em- 
ployed by the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway, is the victim of the encounter, and 
his slayer is Joseph A. Mayer, a milk deal- 
er, living at Pleasant Plain, Wis. 

The men had at one time been friends, but 
lately had become estranged because of a 
business deal. The old quarrel was renewed 
when they met on the street tonight and 
finally Riley drew a revolver. Mayer then 
drew his weapon and the two men stood 
facing one another with leveled revolvers. 
Crowds of people scattered in alarm as 
they saw the flash of the weapons and 
Mayer and Riley had full possession of the 
sidewalks. 

The pause between the two men was 
brief. Almost simultaneously they began 
working the triggers of their revolvers. 
Riley’s weapon failed to act, but Mayer's 
was discharged and the bullet struck his 
adversary above the heart. Mayer then fired 
a second time and wounded Riley over the 
left eye. The detective dropped to the side- 
walk, while Mayer advanced and stood over 
his body. He was taken into custody with- 
out trouble. 


SIMMS WAS TAKEN AWAY. 


OFFICERS OUTWIT THE MOB AT 
TOWN CREEK, ALA. 


They Take the Slayer of Norton 
Through the Mob’s Picket Lines 
and Get to Jail. 


Decatur, Ala., December 21.—(Special.)— 
At 1:30 o'clock this morning the sheriff of 
Lawrence county succeeded in securing a 
posse of 100 men, armed with winchesters, 
and while the posse was standing off the 
mob in front of the jail, the prisoner, Alf 
Simms, who killed Robert Norton on Mon- 
day night, was slipped away out the rear. 
The mob had every road leading from 
Town Creek heavily guarded, but the pris- 
oner, mounted On a horse and riding Le- 
tween two deputies, ._passed through a 
plowed field and by the mobs’ outpickets. 
They made straight for Moulton, the coun- 
ty seat, where there is a strong jail, a dis- 
tance of twenty miles from Town Creek. 
The mob was kept off until the sheriff 
knew pursuit would be ustless, when the 
deputies dispersed, Finding themselves out- 
witted the mb dispersed about daylight, 
but still in an ugly mood. It cannot now 
be ascertained what steps have been takén 
by the mob, as Moulton is remote from the 
telegraph. The inhabitants of that section 
are wild rough mountaineers and when 
aroused against a foe or for a friend they 
are uncontrollable. Both Norton, the slain, 
and Simms, the slayer, have many friends, 
and if they should be arrayed against each 
other a bloody fight would ensue. 


COUNTERFEITERS SENTENCED. 


Two of the Famous Johnson Brothers 
Get Nine Years. 

Detroit, Mich., December 21.—Edward and 
Davia Johnson were today sentenced in the 
United States district court to nine years 
at hard labor in the Detroit house of cor- 
rection for counterfeiting. These are two 
of the three famous Johnson brothers said 
to be among the most skillful counterfeit- 
ers in the country. The Johnson counter- 
feits of the ‘“‘Wirdom’ ’and ‘‘Hancock” 
plates were pronounced by the secret ser- 
vice officers the most dangerous in ex- 
istence. 

After the brothers’ arrest a search was 
made of their residence, with the result 
that over $10,000 in ‘‘queer’’ money, to- 
gether with the plates, was found. 


OFFICERS ARE PROMOTED. 


President Sends 200 Noniinations to 
the Senate. 


Washington, December 21.—Acting under 
the provisions of the act of April 2, 1898, 
the president sent to the senate a long list 
of military nominations, covering promo- 
tions in the volunteer army, announced not- 
withstanding the fact that the troops have 
been mustered out. 

With the exeception of the one nomina- 
tion of Major Philip Reade to be lieutenant 
colonel and inspector general, all the nom- 
inations, covering about two hundred, are 
of officers in the following regiments: 

The First, Second and Third yolunteer 
cavalry and the First, Second, Third, 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Sighth, 
Ninth and Tenth volunteer infantry. The 
nominations range down from lieutenant 
colonel including in some cases privates 
made corporals. 


WALLS OF BUILDING COLLAPSE. 


Seven Men Are Caught in Ruins and 
Seriously Injured.

Ex-Convict Commits Suicide Because 
Detectives Watched Him. 

St. Louis, December 21.—David Shea, an 
ex-convict, deliberately committed suicide 
today in a rooming house by shooting him- 
self in the head. 

In a pathetic letter left by Shea. @nd ad- 
dressed to the editor of The Post-Dis- 
patch, he says he was driven to death by 
a private detective agency as a result of 
being hounded by the agenry. Shea de- 
clares he was unable to obtain work to sus- 
tain himself honestly, and he decided to die.

Ccmmittee on Foreign Relations Has 
Completed Its Work. 

Washington, December 21.—The senate 
committee on foretgn reiations today con- 
cluded its revision of the bill providing 
a territorial government for Hawail, and 
Senator Cullom reported the changes to 
the senate. There were numerous changes, 
the most important being as follows: 

“The section ‘defining ‘citizensh*p was 
amended by striking out the word ‘white’ 
and also the explicit reference to Portu- 
guese and left to read as follows: ‘That all 
persons who were citizens of the republic 
of Hawaii en August 12, 1808, are hereby 
declared to be citizens of the 
States.’ 

‘Tihe following restriction on 
ance of bonds is inserted: ‘Nor shail any 
bond or other instrument of any indebt- 
edness be issued unless made redeemable 
in not more than five years, and payable in 
not more than fifteen yeare from the dat 
of the issue thereof.’ ”’ ‘ 

Section 103 in regard to the crown lands 
was changed so as to elifinate the clause 
confirming all valid leases now in exist- 
ence. 

There are many technical changes, and 
in all cases where Hawaii is referred to as 
“the governmnt of Hawa‘i,”’ it is ghanged 
so as to make it the territory of Hawail.

Mahon Gets Excited. 

Mahon watched her narrowly from his 
elevated position, and as she straightened 
up he pointed his finger at her. striking a 
theatrical attitude.

The incident produced'a profound sensa- 
tion among the lawyers and the spectators, 
and McIntyre cautioned the witness not to 
resort to any such action in the future.

OBJECT OF THE NORFOLK VISIT. 


Two of the Investigation Commission 
at Old Point Comfort Hospital. 


Norfolk, Va., December 21.—(Special.)— 
Former Governor Beaver and Dr. Connor, 
of the war investigation commission, who 
yesterday investigated the workings of the 
Joseph Simpson general hospital at Old 
Point Comfort, have returned to Washing- 
ton. Rumors have been rife.conecerning the 
Object of the unexpected visit of the in- 
vestigation committeé, but it is stated that 
the principal matter they looked into was 
the landing of sick soldiers from Porto 
Rico a few days ago during a freeze, the 
men being clad only in khaki and other thin 
fabrics worn in the tropics. The eommittee 
may return here for further evidence along 
this line and it is not improbable that the 
matter will have a lively sequel. The hos- 
pital itself was found to be in most excel- 
lent condition. The gentlemen declined to 
geay what they would recommend as a re- 
sult of their investigation. Their visit to 
the hospital was thought in the nature of 
a social cal] on the commandant. 


ROBBERY IN CHATTANOOGA. 


Lady Knocked Down and Robbed of 
Purse and Packages, 7 
Chattanooga, Tenn., December 21.—(Spe- 
Cjal.)\—The most daring and brutal high- 
Way robbery that. ever occurred in this city 
Was perpetrated on one of the populous 
and fashionable residence streets in the 
city this afternoon. About 2:45 o’clock Mrs. 
F. P. Foster, a well-known4ady of the east 
side, was met and knocked down on the 
sidewalk by a negro man and robbed of 
her purse and several Cnristmas packages 
she was carrying in her hand. The outrage 
was witnessed by a number of persons, 
who gave chase, but the negro escaped and 
up to this time he has not been arrected. 
The affair occurred within two blocks of 
the police headquarters. 
This is the fifth robbery of this<kind to

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COMMANDERS — 
TELL OF WAR 


Generals Miles and Merrit Be- 
fore Investigating Committee, 


MILES = MAKES CRITICISM 


Says Medical Supplies Were Poor and 
Bee Unit for Use, 


SAYS SHAFTER DISOBEYED ORBERS 


General Merritt Pleased with His Cam- 
paign and Says It Was a Success 
in Every Particular—What 
the Commander 
Said. 


Washington, December 21.—General Nel- 
son A. Miles, commanding the United 
States army, and General Wesley Merritt, 
commander of the American forces at the 
capture of Manila, were the principal fig- 
ures before the war investigation com- 
mission today. General] Miles responded to

i 


the summons of the commission only after 
several days of consideration. His exam- 
ination was comparatively brief and not 
sensational. He spoke with some bitter- 
ness as to the “embalmed beef’’ and the 
canned beef furnished the army in the 
field. This he characterized as an experi- 
ment for which “‘some one in Washington” 
was responsible. He said that the landing 
facilities of the Santiago expedition were 
inadequate and that the men were short 
of rations and medicines and might have 
been better protected from exposure to 
fever contagion, 

General Merritt told the commission that 
he regarded the Philippine expedition as a 
decided success and would conduct it on 
the same lines if he had it to do over. He 
spoke in high terms of the troops under 
him and said his army was well supplied 
with medicines and food. 

Lieutenant Colonel Miley, General Shaf- 
ter’s chief of staff, testifled before the 
commission concerning the Santiago cam- 
paign and largely following the lines of 
General Shafter’s testimony yesterday. He 
said the Spanish lines were so conspicuous 
there was no necessity for any reconnais- 
sance in force to determine them. 

General Miles on the Stand. 

General Miles took the stand next. 

“Are you willing to be sworn?’ he was 
asked. 

“I think,” was the reply, 
say what I have to say without 
sworn,”’ 

General Miles wag fortified with a large 
package of papers and had his own ste- 
nographer. He gave his evidence in a 
clear, unhesitating way and went into de- 
tails regarding both the Santiago and Porto 
Rican expeditions.‘ He opened by describ- 
ing the railroad confusion in getting the 
war munitions to Tampa, pointed to the 
lack of government storehouse facilities 
there and said the cars at one time were 
held back as far as Columbia, S. C. He 
sai@d wWen the transports were loaded it 
was found impossible to put more than 
15,000 men aboard and they were equipped 
as well as pwssible under the circum- 
stances. 

“It was most fortunate,” he said. ‘‘that 
the transports had good weather. If they 
had encountered a severe storm the loss 
of. life, or ‘the suffering at least, must 
have been fearful. As it was, with fair 
weather, the men below crowded in with 
the mules and supplies could get on deck,

. Which would have been impossible other- 


wise,.”’ 

The commissary stores taken, he said, 
were sufficient, but the medical supplies 
were inadequate. He had left the loading 
except for general directions, to the corps 
commander, General Shafter. He found 
just before sailing that there were a num- 
ber of pontoon boats being taken which 
would be utterly useless for the purpose 
and he himself had secured two barges 
from the owners there and had taken other 
steps, but the supply of such boats taken 
was very inadequate, “The expedition,”’ 
he continued, “should have been furnished 
with launches, naphtha or steam, or tugs 
for towing barges ‘rom the skips to the 
shore. We relied largely on the engineer 
officers and the engineer department for 
these. In the second expedition to Porto 
Rico these were furnished, but they ar- 
rived too late to render much assistance.” 
‘He said before the first fleet sailed fro 
Tampa estimates had been definitely mage 
of the number of boats to be furnished the 
transports and the number to be furnished 
by the navy to assist. The most cordial 


, assistance, he added, had been promised 


on the part of the navy. 
Medical Supply Insufficient. 

General Beaver—‘‘From what you learn- 
ed and observed while there, do you think 
there was at any time a sufficient medical 
supply ?”’ 

General Miles—‘‘Of medical men and ma- 
terials?” 

General Beaver—‘“Yes.” 

General Miles—‘‘No, sir.’’ 

The witness stated that the hospital ac- 
commodations were only of a temporary 
character. He said that the shelter was 
bad. The shelter tents did not shelter. 
When questioned as to the character of the 
facilities for transporting the “wounded, he 
said that they were taken in wagons. 

General Beaver—"‘Do you know if any of 
the wounded were,lying exposed to the 
weather?’ 

General Miles—‘‘Some were exposed in 
being sent down to the hospitals. I saw 
one train of wounded men driving along 
in the drenching rain with nothing to shel- 
ter them.” 

He thad taken measures personally to cor- 
rect matters, and on July 12th had tele 
graphed for a well equipped corps of pier 
and bridge builders, etc., and had ordered 
places burned. General Miles said the 
transportation facilities were used to carry 
suppliese to some 15,000 to 20,000 refugees 
from Santiago and about 5,000 Cuban troops. 
“This,’’ he stated in answer to a question, 
“was not expected, because I had cautioned 
(Wnera¥ Shafter to keep his men out of the 
Spanish buildings of every character and' to 
keep the men away from the natives. Had 
he not done as he did, the army would 
have been much better supplied.” 

His army in Porto Rico, he said, had 
been supplied in a way with quartermas- 
ter’s and commissary stores, but not in the 
best way. At Porto Rico he thad asked 
that fixed rations be sent, but instead 
they were sent down in bulk, without in- 
voices or bills of lading, and in many in- 
stances stores were spoiled in the hold 
and thrown away. This caused great em- 


* 
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| barrassment and loss of stores and de- 


prived troops of food. He asserted that the 
scarcity of food largely caused the distress 
of the treops. He had advised against 
the shipping of beef to Porto Rico, both 
because there was an abundance of it on 
the island, as well as because of his belief 
that it was defective. He characterized the 
refrigerator beef, of which there was 327 
tons sent, as “embalmed beef,’”’ and said 
the canned fresh beef, of which there was 
195,000 pounds, had been ehipped there and 
condemned by officers whose eommands 


used it, 


Ask “Some One in Washington.” 


“Who fixed that beef as an army ration?” 

“You'll have to ask some one here in 
Washington. You had better ask the seec- 
retary of war of the commissary general. 
It was sent as food. If they had not taken 
that they would have had to go hungry. 
If they had sent paymasters down there, as 
I asked, we could have bought food, but 
they did not do that.” 

Genneral Miles suggested that the food 
was sent to his large army under pre- 
tence of an experiment. 

General Miles called attention to the 
fact that good fresh beef could be bought 
in Porto Rico for 6 cents a pound, in Amer- 
ican money, and he suggested it might be 
interesting to compare the cost of the re- 
frigerated beef together with the expense 
of transportation. 

He said he did not know but what the 
chemicals used in treating the beef were 
responsible for the great sickness in the 
American army. Reports which he had re- 
ceived concerning it were to the effect 
that this beef had an odor like an em- 
balmed dead body. 

Captain Howell—‘*Were these reports ever 
brought to the attention of the commissary 
general?’’ 

General Miles—‘‘Reports were frequently 
sent in to him, but he seemed to insist 
that the beef be used.”’ 

Captain Howeil—‘SWas the matter ever 
brought to the attention of the secretary of 
war?’’ 

Genera] Miles—“‘I requested that no more 
of it be sent. If a supply of it were sent 
to the men jn this country, I would prohibit 
their use of it. I am having an investiga- 
tion now of the matter. I thought you 
gentlemen would get onto it.” 

He said he had never complained to the 
secretary of war as to the condition of the 
beef, but had asked that the supply be 
stopped. 


Plan Was Not His. 


General Miles stated the first plans for 
sending troops to Cuba were not his, as the 
was opposed to sending troops there until 
Cervera’s fleet was located. The question 
at the outset was a naval problem, and the 
dispatch of-troops, in his judgment, then 
hinged on which fleet should destroy the 
other. If the Spanish had destroyed the 
United States fleet, the United States would 
have been blocked for a number of years. 

“Tf we had had a force in Cuba then, 
we would have lost it, as it would have 
been impossible to get it back here,’’ he 
said. 

He was opposed also to sending a large 
force to places like Havana or Matanzas, 
because of the large pércentage of yellow 
fever deaths there. He said the destruc- 
tion of Crvera’s fleet settled that problem. 
He said he wanted to operate with a small 
force against the Spanish forces by ha- 
rassing them during the sickly season, en- 
dangering the Cubans, and not endangering 
the lives of his own force. He also at first 
favored taking Porto Rico to prevent the 
Spanish from using that as a base of opera- 
tion. 
teneral Miles gave details of the Porto 
Rican expedition organization and obsta- 
cles, 

Concluding with his opinion of camp 
sites. he said the first he knew of the selec- 
tion ‘of Camp Alger, Va., the most objec- 
tionable camp in his mind, was when the 
regiments began reaching there. As to 
Chickamauga he had recommended mobiliz- 
ing the regulars there, but he never an- 
ticipated 75,000 men would be sent there, 
and when he found it overcrowded he had 
recommended ‘distribution of the forces 
among other localities. 

General Merritt Testifies. 

General Wesley R. Merritt was the first 
witness of the afternoon. He began his 
testimony by a description of the opera- 
tions around Manila prior to itS capture. 
uwing to the smallness of his force~he sald 
the army was compelled to operate along 
the sea front in co-operation with the navy. 

Had there been a larger American force 
on land the city could have been taken 
from the high ground inland, but this was 
tactically impracticable without leaving our 
base at the mercy of both Spaniards and 
insurgents. The city’s defenses were good. 
The Spaniards had excellent arms and 
plenty of ammunition. All they lacked was 
‘sand.’ The engagement lasted not over 
two hours. The army had both Spaniards 
and insurgents to contend with. 

“The insurgents were very anxious to 


take part in the attack,” said General Mer—, 


ritt, ‘but they were not notified when the 
attack would be made, as I was sure the 
entrance of the Filipinos into the city 
would mean unnecessary bloodshed and 
some looting.”’ 

General Merritt said the American losses 
were not correctly stated in the press re- 
ports. There were about 120 officers and 
men killed and woundet. NO accurate ac- 
count of the Spanish loss was ever: obtajn- 
able. The American force, however, cdap- 
cured over 1,200 stands of modern arms and 
tne Spanish loss was Known to be severe. 

Genera] Merritt said in reply to ques- 
tions that the wolunteers were as effective 
and as enthusiastic as could be. He re- 
garded them as very excellent troops. 

The supplies were satisfactory at all 
times except as to ice and milk for fever 
patients. He explained this by saying that 
there was apparently «ao milk-producing 
animal in that region. 

As to medical supplies and hospital] con- 
yeniences, General Merritt said he had 
heard no complaint. On entering the city 
the army took possession of all the good 
houses it needed and turned them over to 
the medical department. The sick and 
wounded were thus well provided for. 

The army on the island depended upon 
local stock for transportation. This proved 
quite satisfactory and he doubted the ad- 
visability of importing American horses or 
mules. 6 


Received Effective Support. 
Asked if he had the cordial] and effective 


support of the administration, General Mer- | 


ritt said: 

“From the president I had the most 
hearty sympathy and support and this ap- 
plies also to the various departments. The 
only thing of which I might feel I had the 
right -to complain was noa having some 
contingent of regulars to act as a nucleus 
even if they had to be taken from Tampa. 
I should Hked to have had the Fifteenth 
regular regiment, but I was told T could 
not have it unless I furnished something 
to take its place. But I made the best I 
could of the Situation and distributed my 
staff officers to aid and train, first the vol- 
unteer officers and then the men, This 
worked very well and I was personally 
thanked, as were my staff officers for this 
service.’’ 

General Merritt paid quite as high a trib- 
ute to the civilian staff officers as did Gen- 
eral Shafter the previous day, saying: 

“They were good officers, intelligent, anx- 
ious to learn and to work.’”’ ~

REPORTS OF ALL 
NAVAL COMMANDERS 


They Have Been Compiled and Are 
Published. 


{ NEW HERO BROUGHT TO LIGHT 


Work of Ensign Ward Is Told’ of tor 
| First Time. 


WHAT SPANISH COMMANDER SAYS 


His Report of Admiral Dewey’s Vic- 
tory Is Grar\ic and In- 
teresting. : 


Washington, December 21.—The official 
reports of all commanding officers of the 
navy during the war have been compiled 
and published by*the navy department. 
While treating of events that have already 
figured in official reports that have reach- 
ed the public, the documents still contain 
many minor reports that throw side lights 
on interesting phases of the war. Almost 
in the beginning, in the brief record of the 
proceedings of the naval war board, an un- 
known hero is brought to light in the per- 
son of Ensign H. H. Ward, wino, at the 
beginning of the war, was on duty in the 
navigation bureau, alternating with Lieue 
tenant Whittlesey in the heavy duties of 
assistant to the chief of the bureau, 

He volunteered for secret service duty, 
and his exploits, about which nothing has 
been said in the past, may well be placed 
on record beside those of Lieutenant Ro- 
wan in Cuba and Lieutenant Whitney in 
Porto Rico. Within a week after the decla- 
ration-of war Ensign Ward disguised him- 
self and went straight into the heart of 
the enemy’s country, making his headquar- 
ters at Cadiz, the principal Spanish naval 
station, and informing the navy department 
here of the actual strength of the Spanish 
naval vessels. and their movements. Then 
he went to the West Indies and reported 
everything that was going on there of im- 
portance to the American navy. Next he 
went again into the enemy’s country in dis- 
guise, this time to Porto Rico, where he 
was arrested as a suspicious character and 
a spy. By adroitness, he Managed to se- 
cure hig release, and escaping from San 
Juan, cabled the naval department a full 
account of the state of the defenses there 
and the preparations making for the re- 
ception of the Spanish squadron under Cer- 
vera. All this time even the officials of the 
navy department were under the impres- 
sion that Mr. Ward was engaged in in- 
stalling a system of coast signals on the 
New England coast. 

While Ward was in Porto Rico, Ensign 
Buck, another attache of the navigation 
bureau, was on the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean in disguise watching every move- 
ment of the squadron of Admiral Camara, 
which‘started tor the FPthilippines, but turn- 
ed back, 

Or the strategy board itself, it is said 
that it was a part of its duty to Keep in- 
formed of all the movements, resources 
and plans of the Spanish naval force, and 
it is now known M@®t the navy was thus 
informed of all important movements. 

The report of the famous naval battle 
of Cavite includes one from United States 
Consul Williams, a rather unusual thing 
in a-report of a strictly naval character, 
but fully justified by its picturesque and 
untechnical description of Dewey’s great 
victory. Following it is a report to his 
government of the same engagement by 
commander-in-chier of the ill-fated Span- 
ish fleet, Montijo. 

What Montijo Says. 

The admiral deseribes in vivid language 
the terrible effect of the American on- 
slaught on the Spanish vessels. He says: 

“The Americans fired most. rapidly. 
There came upon us numerous projectiles 
as the three cruisers at the end of the line 
devoted themselves almost entirely to fight 
the Christina, my flagship. A short time 
after the action commenced one shell ex- 
ploded in the forecastie and put out of ac- 


tion all of those who served the four rapid- § 


fire canrons. Meantime another shell ex- 
ploded in the orlop, setting fire to the 
crew's bags. At 7:30 o’clock one shell de- 
stroyed completely the steering gear. <An- 
other destroyed the mizzen, bringing down 
my flag-and ensign. Another shell explod- 
ed on the poop and put out of action nine 
men. A fresh shell ®xploded in the offi- 
cers’ cabin, covering the hospital with 
blood, destroying the wounded who were 
being treated there. Another exploded in 
the ammunition room. I had to flood the 
magazine when the cartridges began to ex- 
plode. One large shell penetrated the fire- 
room, putting out of action one master 
gunner and twelve men serving the guns. 
Another rendered useless the starboard 
bow gun, and while the fire increased 
astern another fire started forward from 
another shell. The broadside guns contin- 
ued firing until there were only one gun 
and one seaman remaining unhurt for 
serving. The ship being out of control, the 
hull, smokepipe and mast riddled with 
dhot; confused with the cries of the wound- 
ed: half of the crew out of action, among 
whom were seven officers, I gave the order 
to sink and abandon the ship before the 
magazines should explode.” 

The story of the lcss of the Castilla was 
substantially the story of the loss of all 
the other Spanish ships. 

Apparently, the first suggestion of tho 
organization of the flying squadron, which 
was to divert Agmiral Camara’s squadron 
from its voyagé to Manila, came from 
Dewey, for in a dispatch of June 2ith, he 
Says: ‘ 

‘In my judgment, if the coast of Spain 
was threatened the squadron of the enemy 
will hve to return.” 

And that was exactly what happened. 


North Atlantic Fleet. 


Very naturally, the report of the opera- 
tions of the north Atlantic fleet comprises 
the larger part of the printed body. Most 
of the facts have already appeared, but in 
the very beginning there is a most interest- 
ing exchange of letters between Secretary 
Long and Admiral Sampson, showing that 
even before the outbreak of the war the 
admiral] had worked out a complete plan 
for the immediate reduction of Havana, 
with his own squadron, unsupported, and 
was only prevented from carrying out 
that plan by orders from the department, 
which wished to protect the big ironelads. 
Secretary Long addressed Admiral Samp- 
son, April 6th, a confidentia) letter, telling 
him that in the event of hostilities, for 
this was before the outbreak of the war, 
the department wished him to do all in 
his power to destroy the Spanish war ves- 
sels in the West Indian waters, 

He says: 

“The department does not wish the ves- 
sels of our squadron to be exposed to the 
fire of the batteries at Havana, Santiago 
or other strongly forttfied ports in Cuba 
unless the more formidable Spanish ves- 


s@ls should take refuge in those harbors. ' 


Even in this case, the department would 
suggest that a rigid blockade and the em- 
ployment of our torpedo boats would ac- 
complish the desired object.” 

Tihe reasons set out by Secretary Long 
for this' instruction were that there wvuld 
be no United States troops available to 
eccupy the captured towns until October, 
and that the lack og dccking facilities 
made it particularly desirable that our 
vessels should not be crippled before the

Constitution Bureau, Brown Housé, Ma- 
con, Ga., December 21.—it was reported 
here today that the troops of the First 
army corps, now stationed there, would 
move at an early date.

Everybody at the corps and division head- 
quarters are expecting orders to come any 
day. One battalion of engineers has al- 
ready gone, and it is very probable that 
the remainder of the regiment will follow 
them up in a few days. A majority of the 
troops seem to want to be mustered out 
‘and do not like the idea of the probable 
move. The men of the different regiments 
are discussing the probability of going and 
the general sentiment in all of the regi- 
ments is against it. In the Second Ohio 
regiment many of the men have secured 
discharges and applications from others 
have been sent in. It 1s the same way in 
the other regiments, and if the men are 
granted discharges for another month at 
the present rate, it will be necessary to re- 
cTruit the regiment again. 

A list of articles of clothing is being 
made out, the order for supplies is being 
given, and in fact, there seems to be no 
doubt that the troops are getting ready 
to move. Since being in Macon the troops 
have spent a great deal of money and have 
greatly helped to increase the trade. They 
have been paid off once since being hre, 
but on their arrival all of them had money. 
Business has greatly increased and their 
departure will no doubt be a big loss to the 
merchants. 

Was He Murdered? 

George Déan, a negro, has been locked up 
on suspicion of being the murderer of Wil- 
liam Bagwell, who was supposed to have 
been killed by the incoming Southern train 
Monday nigint near the city. 

The coroner’s jury held an inquest this 
morning, and found several wounds on the 
man’s body that could not have been in- 
flicted by the train, and the jurors suppose 
that he was struck with some blunt in- 
etrument before he was hit by the train. 
The testimony of the fireman of the train 
which struck him was that he saw two men 
near the track where the man was sup- 
posed to have been killed, and other parties 
testified that George Dean was seen with 
Bagwell just before the train passed. 

It is thought that the two men were 
fighting, and that Dean struck Bagwell 
just before the train came up, and that 
Bagwell, being stunned, stepped on the 
track and was struck by the train. The 
jury did not complete the inquest on ac- 
count of absent witnesses, and it will con- 
tinue the hearing tomorrow-morning. In 
the meantime it is thought that George 
Hicks, another negro, will be arrested, as 
he is thought to be the’ other man who 
was present when the man was struck.

DUKE COLONY NEAR WAYCHOSS. 


An Interesting Settlement of Ohio Peo- 
ple in Ware County. 
Waycross, Ga., December 21.—(Special.)— 
The Duke colony is growing in interes 
as the days go by. There are qabout fifteen 
or twenty families in the settlement, and 
the number will be doubled by March Ist. 
The contract with W. T. Lott & Co., the 
former owners of the Duke property, 
specifies that forty families, actual settlers, 
are to locate there. The tract of land con- 
sists of 768% acres, including the old mill 
and town site. The purchase price was 
$3,000 to be paid in five years. All business 
of the settlement is conducted on the co- 
operative system. There are forty shares, 
each one having a fortieth interest in the 
farming lands as weli as the town property. 
An initiation fee of $5 is required of each 
member, and as the installments fall due 
on the property he pays his pro rata share. 
There are about seventy-five houses in the 
town, but only forty are suitable for the 
people to live in. Some of them are ex- 
cellent dwellings erected by the managers 
of the mill prior to their removal from 
that point. Duke is seven miles west of 

Waycross on the Plant system 

A newspaper will be started at Duke in 
a few days. It is being moved from Cin- 
cinnati, where it has been published the 
past two years. The paper is called Self- 
Reliance, and has been a reform sheet, but 
the editor, Ezra James, says he will drop 
the reform feature and run the paper in 
the interest of the colony and immigration. 
The editor, by the way, is the father of 
nine living children and five or six dead. 
Twins have been born into his home three 
times, 

The colonists will celebrate Christmas by 
having a big dinner in which all the 
members of the settlement will unite. A 
number of northern peopie from other 
places will be invited. 

A party of colonists left Dayton, O., No- 
vember 14th for Duke, traveling by private 
conveyance. On the 10th of December they 
were at Knoxville, Tenn., and they are ex- 
pected in Duke the middle of January, 
making the trip in about sixty days. 


MELDRIM WILL NOT RUN AGAIN. 


Object of His Administration Has Been 
Attained. 

Savannah, Ga., December 21.—(Special.j— 
Mayor P. W. Meldrim made the announce- 
ment today that he would not be a candi- 
date to succeed himself as the city’s chief 
He says the object of his ad- 
ministration has Leen attained and faction- 
al fights in local politics are now at an 
end.

HE DIED IN A FEDERAL PRISON. 


John Gable, Serving Ten Years’ Sen- 
tence, Dies at Columbus ,0. 
Columbus, Ga., December 21.—(Special.)— 
John H. Gable, a federal prisoner serv- 
ing a ten-year sentence for conspiracy, 
from Georgia, died of appendicitis in the 
state prison hospital this morning. Gable 
was received at the penitentiary in July, 
1895, and he thad been in the hospital since 
November 4th. He weighed only seventy- 
two pounds at the time of his death. A pe- 
culilarly sad feature of the man’s death 
was that his papers recommending him 
to the department of justice at Washing- 
ton for a pardon, on account of ill health, 
were signed by Dr. Wagenthals a short 
time before the prisoner’s death. The pa- 
pers, prepared in due form, were taken to 
the front office, and just as they were to 
be sent out the prisoner died. The seal on 
the envelope was broken, 
that the man had just died, and that the 
pardon was not necessary.

DUNNING IS RELEASED. 


PROSECUTION IN BOTKIN CASE 
CONCLUDES ITS EVIDENCE. 


Several Witnesses Are Heard and Dun- 
ning Is Forced To Answer Un- 
pleasant Questions. . 


San Francisco, December 21.—The prose- 
cution in the case of Mrs. Cordelia Botkin, 
charged with the murder of Mrs. John P. 
Dunning and her sister, Mrs. Deane, closed 
its case today. 

John P. Dunning, who has been in charge 
of the sheriff for two days for refusing to 
answer certain pointed questions put to 
him by the defense, was released from 
custody today, the attorney for the defense 
withdrawing the objectionable questions. 

Mr. Dunning was the principal witness 
today. He was hauled over the coals by 
the attorneys for the defense, who per- 
sisted in trying to introduce every disgust- 
ing detail of the case in spite of the pro- 
tests of the witness, who clothed his lan- 
guage as well as circumstances would per- 


,mit, but leaving no one in doubt as to its 


meaning. Nevertheless, the Botkin attor- 
neys persisted in asking pointed questions 
and insisted on answers being given in ab- 
solutely unmistakable language—the lan- 
guage of the street. Dunning’s efforts to 
save the ears of his listeners met with the 
approbation of the more respectable of 
those in the courtroom, 

Carl Eisenhemmel, a writing expert, was 
the first witness. His testimony was neces- 
sarily of @n expert character and showed 
almost conclusively that Mrs. Botkin was 
the writer of the anonymous letters, the 
addresses of the candy box and the writer 
of the note sent with the candy. 

Dunning’s testimony referred to the let- 
ters he had received and had written from 
and to Mrs. Botkin after he left San Fran- 
cisco for Cuba, where he was a newspaper 
raan in the field. He explained that his 
hostility toward Mrs. Botkin commenced on 
his receipt of the news of the means used 
in causing his wife’s death. He said that 
Mrs. Botkin was the first person he thought 
of who would have committed the crime. 
His other testimony referred to his rela- 
ticns with Mrs. Botkin. He exonerated 
Mrs. Corbeilly and Mrs. Calimberg of any 
wrongdoing in the case and told of their 
friendly acts to him and his family. 

Theodore Kytka, another writing expett, 
was called and gave practically the same 
testimony as his fellows, Ames and Hisen- 
The prosecution then closed its 


case. The defense will open tomorrow.

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FAST TRAINS COLLIDE: 


HEAVY FOG PREVAILED AND ONE 
TRAIN WAS GOING SLOW. 
Two Persons Were Killed and Ten 
Others Badly eet 
Slightly Hurt. 

New York, December 21.—Two of the fast- 
est express trains of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road came into collision early this morning 
at Colonia, a small station in New Jersey, 
just beyond Rahway. The eariy Washing- 
ton express going at the rate of forty miles 


an hour crashed into the rear end of the, 


Pittsburg flyer, a Chicago and New York 
through train, tearing the rear car into 
kindling wood and killing two persons and 
badly injuring ten others. 

A heavy fog prevailed at the time and 
the Pittsburg flyer was going slowly, while 
the engine driver Was endeavoring to read 
the signals. The engineer of the Washing- 
ton express supposed he had a clear track. 

The dead are: 

WM. O. DEWOLFF, of Parkersburg, 
W. Va., clerk in the accountants’ office of 
the Ohio River railroad. 

L. E. KNIGHT, colored, of Boston, por- 
ter of the Pullman coach Bartholdi.

About twenty persons were cut and pruis- 
ed, and nearly all the occupants of both 
trains in the @ollision were thrown from 
their berths. The collision occurred be- 
tween train No. ll, Known as the Chicago 
and New York express, and train No. 6, 
known as the eastérn express. When three 
miles from Rahway, N. J., shortly before 
7 o'clock, the Chicago and New York ex- 
press was stopped, according to its engin- 
eer, by a signal. A rather heavy fog pre- 
vailed. The easterff express came up from 
behind at about twenty miles an hour, 
dashed into No. 10, sending a baggage car 
off the track and crushing through into the 
Pullman sleeper Bartholdi, which contain- 
passengers, the Pullman con- 
ductor and colored porter. The engine of 
No. 6 did not come to a stop until half 
of the sleeping car was Kindling wood. 
The colored porter and a passenger were 
caught upon the top of the boiler, their 
Lodies twisted together with the debris and 
much mangled. The engine of No. 6 Was 
badly damaged and the tender was thrown 
from the track. Beyond the smashing of 
a Southern express car and car platforms, 
train No. 6 sustained no other damage and 
none of its passengers were seriously hurt. 
Previous to the collision John Vanderver, 
the engineer of train No. 6, and his fireman 
jumped off. Both received scalp wounds. 

Train No. 10 was composed of mail and 
express cars. The Bartholdi was the only 
passenger car it carried. The rear baggage 
car was empty and proved but a slight im- 
pediment to the engine of No. 6, which 
forced its way through. The passengers 
in the Bartholdi were thrown forward be- 
tween broken woodwork and _ escaping 
steam and flying glass. The car toppled 
over on its side and lay slanting against 
the bank. The unhurt passengers Scram- 
bled through the windows. For two hours 
two women and two men lay pinned down 
by debris, suffering from their injuries. It 
was impossible to get them out until after 
the arrival of the relief train, which came 
about shhalf-past 8 o’clock. The passengers 
of both trains were brought to New York 
on other trains. The engineer of No. 6 
blames the thick fog for the accident. 


WILL BE COURT MARTIALED. 


Provost Guard Mattice Who Shot Pri- 
vate Mugridge. 

Greenville, S. C., December 21.—(Special.) 
The coroner today held an inquest over Pri- 
vate Frank Mugridge, Second West Vir- 
ginia, who was shot witha Springfield rifle 
by John B. Mattice, provost guard, from 
the Two Hundred and Third New York. 
The evidence was damaging to Mattice, 
showing that Mugridge had no weapon an@ 
was running away. He had been shooting 
at a target, but his companton, Lewis 
Hart, who was also running, had the pistol. 
The jury said it was wilful murder. The

Havana, December 21.—It now appears 
that the raising of the Stars and stripes 
Over Fort Atares yesterd: iy by Major Rus- 
gell B. Harrison, was a surprise to both 
the United States and the Spanish mi}}- 
tary commissions. The American commis- 
Sioners had agreed that no American flags 
Shouid be raised until January Ist. 

Major Harrison did not know this, and 
When told to Occupy the fort with a de- 
tachment of the First North Carolina regi- 
ment, he promptly raised the flag. Nev- 
ertheless, though it files in full sight of 
the harbor and city, the Spaniard@s have not 
complained, and it has not been ordered 
down, 

Major Genera] William Ludlow, military 
Eovernor of the city of Havana, arrived 
from the United States and has had a 
long conference with General Greene. 

The United States and Spanish military 
commissioners will meet on Friday to ar- 
range the details of the final taking of the 
city on January Ist. 

The Spanish troops withdrew tonight 
from the strip of Havana that lies west of 
Chaves creek, the American guards being 


immediately moved up. The sentries of 
both forces are now on the bridge, but am- 
icable arrangements are maintained. 

Tomorrow morning Major Harrison will 
breakfast with the Spanish colonel who is 
in command of that portion of the city. 
He gave orders late this even’! ng that an 
effigy of General Weyler that caused a 
great deal of disturbance in that locality, 
Should be taken down, and thousands gath- 
ered this evening to witness the carrying 
out of the order. 

A Spanish paper manufacturer complain- 
ed to General Lee this evening that the 
Cuban general, Julio Sanguilly, had calied 
upon ‘him and orderel him to display Cu- 
ban and American flags from his factory on 
penalty of deakh for refusal. General Lee 
immediately had guards stationed at the 
factory. 

Last night several shots were fired from 
a cigar factory in Cerr®, at Cubans nearby. 
The proprietor, believing that they were 
fired by Spaniards, complained to Major 
Harrison, who announced that if the firing 
was repeated the factory would be closed. 


BOOK CLAIM IS DISCUSSED. 


Committee Authorizes Resolution Ab- 
solving Church from Blame. 

Washingtong December 21.—The senate 
committee on claims at its meeting today 
took cognizance of the request of the Lish- 
ops of the Southern Methodtst church for a 
further expression as to the responsibility 
of the church in the deception alleged to 
have been practiced in connection with the 
collection of the claim of the book agents 
of that church, allowed at the Jast session 
of congress. 

The committee authorized the preparation 
of a resolution absolving the church as 
such from blame for misrepresentations in 
prosecuting the claim and expressing the 
opinion that as the beneficiaries only suf- 
fered in the payment of lobby fees, the 
senate should take no further acfion in the 
matter, 


PROF. HATCHER WILL RETURN. 


He Will Continue His. Search for Fos- 


sils in Patagonia. 

New York, December 21.—Professor John 
Bell Hatcher, of Princeton, has gone back 
to Patagonia to continue his search for rare 
fossils and explore the interior of the coun- 
try. He expects to be absent three years, 
Two years ago he entered the country, but 
ill health forced his return to Prine eton 
this fall. ‘A month’s rest was all he would 
take. 

On his last trip he got together a valu- 
able collection of the Fauna and Flora of 
the country, as wel] as a collection of fos- 
sils. He also discovered a lake which he 
named Princeton after the university. 
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COAL MARKET IS EXTENDED. 


Consul Swain Makes Interesting Re- 
port from Montevideo. 


Washington, December 21 .—Acrording to 
Consul Swain at Mont evideo, the United 
States has entered upon another and im- 
portant line in its commercial expansion 
presenting the greatest possibilities to a 
good commodity. He says he is gratified 
to report the fact that American coal has 
come into the river Plata in active compe- 
tition with the Welsh coal. 

Ever since coal has been used as a steam 
making fuel, the English coal yards have 
had a romplete monopoly of that market 
until last July, when an American com- 
pany, (the Pocohontas company) established 
itself on the river Plata and secured con- 
tracts to the amount of $200,000. The consul 
Says that three large cargoes of American 
coal already have arrived and been eagerly 
taken and, he adds proudly, that ‘‘Ameri- 
can coal has come to stay in these mar- 
kets.”’

Gold Bonanza Not Expected in Green 
Horn Mountain Camp. 


Denver, Col., December 21.—Latest reports 
from Dawson City, the new mining camp 
in the Green Horn mountains, near Canon 
City, indicate that the rich gold ore found 
in the Copper King claim by the Dawson 
Brothers came from a small pocket. Ex- 
perts are of the opinion that no gold bo- 
nanza will be found there. However, other 
discoveries of free gold in the neighborhood 
are reported, and the town is growing rap- 
idly.

Attorney General Sone He Will Prove 
They Were Destroyei Before Or- 
der to Produce Them Issued. 


Cleveland, O., December 21.—Develop- 
ments of a most sensational nature in the 
Standard Oil investigation came to light 
today when Attorney General Monnett be- 
gan taking depositions for the purpose of 
proving that the Standard Oil Company, 
just previous to the issuance of the order 
by the superior court that the books of the 
company be produced in evidence, had de- 
stroyed a large number of its books. 

Upon the strength of information re ceived 
by the attorney general from reliable bust- 
ness men and attorneys that it could be 
proved. that the Standard Oil Company had 
burned a lot of its books, journals, ledgers 
and other valuable books, the state 
notice, upon the Standard Oil Company that 
depositions would be taken before a notary 
in the office of Attorney Harry C. Mason, 
in this city, today. 

During the investigation of the Standard 
Oil trust before Commissioner Brinsmade 
a few weeks ago the Standard refused to 
produce its books in evidence. The matter 
was taken to the supreme court, and on 
December 7th that court ordered the Stan- 
dard Otl Company to produce its books 
covering the period from 1892 to 1897, to 
show whether the Standard had paid divi- 
dends during that time to the holders of 
the trust certificates. 

Previous to the discussion of the supreme 
court Virgil P. Kline, attorney for the 
Standard, spent several days in Columbus, 
and it is alleged that he received informa- 
tion beforehand in regard to the court's 
decision, and at once notified the officials 
of the Standard Oil Company. 

Attorney General Monnett expects to be 
able to prove that the officials of the Stand- 
ard destroyed their books three or four 
nights before the supreme court ordered 
F. B. Squire, secretary of the company, to 
produce the company’s books in evidence. 

Edward O’Hearn, a teamster in ithe em- 
ploy of the Standard Oil Company, was 
found and’ placed on the witness stand. 
He testified that on the Saturday before 
Thanksgiving Day he was ordered to go 
to the office of the company on Euclid 
avenue and carry some boxes from there 
to the company’s warehouse on Independ- 
ence street. He said he got the boxes, 
sixteen in number, and delivered them as 
ordered. He declared that he did not know 
what was in them and denied having made 
the declaration in a saloon that they con- 
tained account books. 

Attorney General Monnett is very desir- 
ous of placing on the stand Frank Rocke- 
feller, brother of John D. Rockefeller, and 
president of the Ohio Standard Oil Com- 
pany, and L. H. Severance, bate treasurer 
of the Ohio company. Constable George 
Arnold was given the subpoenaes to serve 
today, but was unable to find these two 
gentlemen. He {Is eatisfied that they are 
in the city and will endeavor to find them 
tonight.

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UNIQUE POSTAL 
STEAL UNEARTHED 


Inspectors Do Good Work on 
Conspiracy Case, 
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INDICTMENTS FOUND BY JURY 


Trials May Occur at This Term of the 
United States. Court 


SEVERAL ALREAGY UNDER ARREST 


Scheme Alleged To Have Been Perpe- 
trated Is One of the Most Gigan- 
tic Ever Played To Obtain 
Money from Postoffice 
Department. * 


The alleged perpetrators of what is con- 
sidered the most gigantic of recent schemes 
to defraud the government were indicted 
yesterday by the United States grand 
jury, and their triais may occur at the 
present term of the United States district 
court. The technical charge against the 
indicted parties is ‘‘conspiracy,’’ but that 
word comprises a world of misdeeds against 

‘ the law and the regulations of the post- 
Office department. 

What the indicted parties are said to 
be really guilty of is conducting fake post- 
offices and making fraudulent returns from 
postoffices in Haralson, Polk and Paulding 
counties. 

The men indicted are W. T. Head, Jr., 
who is said to be the ringleader of the 
gang, and who was special carrier for the 
postoffices at Way, Ledge, Junior, Tudor, 

'Dicy and Frank; W. J. Carden, special 
carrier for Besma, Darlington, Watova and 
Wolf; Allen Waddell and W. M. Waddé@i, 
special carriers for Cabot, Long, Vinita 
and Blest; Butler Davis, postmaster at 
Way; John Low, postmaster at Tudor; B. 
F. Morgan, postmuster at Frank; W. N. 
Green, postmaster at Doster; W. C. Wal- 
drop, postmaster at Waldrop; J. M. Rut- 
ledge, postmaster at Ledge; T. J. Beall, 
postmaster at Besma, and John R. Bush, 
assistant postmaster at Dicy. 

Many were the ways and cunning the 
schemes said to have been devised by 
these men to defraud Uncle Sam out of his 
money. The men, it is said, would have 
become rich in their alleged fraudulent 
‘practices had it not been for Inspector 
W. C. Baird, who became suspicious when 
he saw the returns made from the post- 
offices conducted by the indicted men. 

Inspector Baird has under his supervision 
the postoffices in this district and he re- 
solved to have the suspected ones in Har- 
‘alson, Poik and Paulding counties investi- 
‘sated. For this difficult task he chose 
‘three of his best men—Assistant Inspectors 
John W. Bulla, F. D. Peer and James W. 
Bass. These government detectives went 
to work with instructions from their chief 
to remain at work until] they ascertained 
all the facts in the case. When Inspector 
Baird received the report he ordered the 
arrest of the men indicted yesterday, and 
nearly all of them have been before the 
United States commissioners for prelimi- 
nary hearing. 

%* How Money Was Made. 

; Postmasters in offices such as were con- 
gucted by the indicted men, which are 
known in departmental parlance as ‘‘fourth 
class postoffices,’’ receive as remuneration 
for their services each month the valua- 
tion of the stamps canceled by them, pro- 
vided the valuation does not exceed $0, 
if the stamps canceled in one month ex- 
ceed $50 in vaiue the postmaster receives a 
percentage on those which carry the sum 
ubove $50. Thus a. postmaster in a fourth- 
ciass office may give away $/ worth of 
stamps each mbnth to the resident in the 
neighborhood of his office provided al] the 
siamps are canceled in his office, and lose 
uothing in the transaction. 

: The pay of special earriers in fourth- 
class offices is also regulated by the pay 
of the postmasters, the carrier receiving 
two-thirds the full salary of the postmas- 
ter. The pay of the carriers, therefore, 
may be made an exceedingly lucrative posi- 
tion, if it be managed properly, and it is 
Said the gang indicted yesterday managed 
the positions held by them in a manner 
which astounded even the government 
sleuths Who worked up the case. 

It is said the gang would actually give 
away stamps in the neighborhood of their 
offices, with tthe understanding that these 
Stamps were:to be used only on matter to 
be sent through the offices operated by the 
gang. One witness testified in the commis- 
sioner’s trial that he had been given a 


quantity of stamps by one of the indicted 
men, and when asked by the commissioner 
if ‘he did not suspect that something was 
wrong, stated~«that the indicted men had 
announced that*the United States govern- 
ment would in the future give away 
Stamps. .The witness said he was told that 
the government now felt able to ‘do this 
because of the vast territory wrested from 
Spain in the late war. 

The idea under which the indicted men 
worked, it is gaid, was to increase the pay 
of the special carriers and the pay of car- 
riers and postmasters was then, it is said, 
consolidated and an equitable distribution 
made of it among the members of the gang. 


‘Was After a Relative. 

They mailed-letters to their friends, to 
themselves and to fictitious persons in or- 
der to cancel stamps, it is said. P 

One of the gang, :t is claimed, mailed 
thirteen different letters to the same man 
in thirteen different places in Ohio, and 
when questioned as to why he did eo, re- 
plied, with a far-away look in tis eyes 
and a mournful expression on his face, 
that he was in search of a long-lost broth- 
ét and thought to discover him by that 
means, 

The object of the arrested men, it is said, 
was to have as many postoffices within as 
small a territory as possible. They suc- 
‘ceeded. All the postoffices mentioned in 
the bill of indictment are located, itexis 
said, within four square miles. In this 
manner the special carriers had not so 
far to walk and could make more trips 
during the day. 

Almost anywhere would do for a post- 
office. it is alleged. where the gang operat- 
‘ed. Just a house and a table to cancel 
stamps on was good enough for an office. 
and one family to do the letter writing 
would furnish the excuse for the establish- 
ing of the office. In one instance. it is 
alleged, the men were dissatisfied with the 
small number of offices in their territory, 
and one entire family moved over from 
Haralson to Polk county in ordeyy”to estab- 
lish a postoffice in the latter county. 

All sorts of peculiar articles were sent 
through the mails while the gang operated, 
but the men reached the climax when they 
mailed a horse and dog. The canine was 
not put in a mail sack, and it is needless 
to say, neither was the horse. The dog was 
led by a string, with a bright 2-cent stamp 
and registry stamps stuck on ‘this forehead. 

He was a registered dog. It was 
first time he had been admitted into canine 
aristocracy, and he wagged his rear ap- 
pendage gleefully and walked with greater 
care through the dust. He had no pedigree 


to speak of ,but he was registered, which | 


ought to satisfy the ambition of any sen- 
sible dog. 

The horse was not a blooded animal. 
There was no Kentucky sprightliness or 
Arabian stateliness in his movements, but 
he’ shook his mane proudly and whisked 
the flies off with his tail. There were no 
flies on him; he, too, was registered, as 
was attested by the stamp on his neck. 

The penalty for the crime alleged to have 
been committeed by the men indicted yes- 
terday is from one to five years in the 
United States penitentiary, and if the men 
are convicted they will probably receive 
the limit of the law as their portion for 
toying with Uncie Sam’s postal laws. Their 
cases may be called at the present term 


of court and the trials will attract consid- 


erable attention. 


BROWN CARRIED TO SAVANNAH. 


To Prevent Attempt at iynching by 
Indignant Citizens.

The colored people heard her and 
ran to see What was the matter, and Brown 
escaped and returned to the city. He was 
placed under arrest last night, but not 
until today did it become reported that the 
purpose of the negro’s assault was of a 
more ‘heinous character.

| PROCLAMATION FOR MANILA. 


CABINET DECIDES TO SEND ONE 
TO GENERAL OTIS. 
It Is Also Decided To Make a Reduc- 
tion of 50,000 in the Volun- 
teer Army. 


Washington; December 21.—The cabinet 
today discussed the instructions to be sent 


| to General Otis, at Manila, which will be 


promulgated there as a proclamation by 
the president. These instructions are simi- 
lar in import to those sent to our officers 
at Santiago upon the occupation of that 
city by the United States troops. | 

They assure the Filipinos that the United 
States assumes military control of the 
Philippine islands fn a spirit of peace and 
friendship and that a] civil rights and 
privileges they have hitherto enjoyed will 
be continued and that it is the purpose of 
this government to relieve in al] possible 
ways the unjust burdens they have borne 
and ask for the co-operation of all good 
citizens in maintaining order to the end 
that peace and prosperity may be restored. 

So far as is practicable al) efficient civil 
officers will be retained in the official posi- 
tlons they now occupy and fair and impar- 
tial justice will be administered to aM. It 
has been decided not to give out the text 
of the instructions to General Otis till 
about the time of their arrival at Manila, 
which will be a month hence. 

The inetructions also make temporary 
atrangements for coasting trade, such as 
in the case of Cuba. The cabinet also de- 
cided that ‘existing conditions justified a 
further reduction of the military forces of 
the United States and the secretary of war 
was instructed to arrange for the immedi- 
ate muster out of 50,000 volunteers. 

Nothing definite has been decided by the 
war department as to the regiments which 
will be included in the 50,000 volunteers to 
be mustered out. 

It is said, howevers that they will be dis- 
tributed as e@uitably as possible among 
the several states and in a general way 
the first regiments mustered in will be the

PRICE OF BROOMS INCREASED. 


Broom Manufacturers Association

Mexican Indians. 

Mr. Leopoldo Batres, national curator of 
antiquities, has made an interesting pres- 
ent to his friend, Dr. Howe, the dentist. 

It consists of some articles discovered in 
one of the tombs of Mitla. The articles in 
question are @ portion of a skull, a glass 
bead, a little copper bell, just like those 
which are at this day tied around the 
necks of kittens, and an upper lift biscuspid 
tooth with a circular incrustation of pyrites 


of iron in front, all from thé same skeleton. 


It is no new fact that some of the aborig- 
inal people of Mexico wore ornaments or 
incrustations in their teeth. Lic, Alfredo 


Chavero possessed a front tooth taken from 


a tomb at Palenque, in the middle of which 
a green stone is set. Sometimes the in- 
erustations were of gold, and the incrusta- 
tions of iron pyrites, when they were new 
and the sulphur in them was fresh, un- 
doubtedly shone like gold, 

There is reason to suppose that only the 
eight front upper teeth were incrusted, at 
any rate a8 a rule, for a gecond bicuspid 
given by Mr. Bates to Dr. 1hse J. Rojo, the 
youhg Mexican dentist in Dr. Howe's office, 
and also taken from the Mitla tomb, is 
without any such incrustation. On the other 
hand, a canine, given by Mr. Batres to Dr. 
Rojo, has the incrustation, and also affords 
evidence that these orngments were made 
during lifé and not after death. The pres- 
ent condition of the tooth shows that the in- 
crustation had reached the nerve cavity and 
destroyed the Iitfe of the tooth, a process 
that argues life in the subject, as decay of 
the teeth does not occur after death, the 
microbes or organisms which cause decay 
dying with the individual. 

As to the object and significance of these 
incrustations, they are a matter of conject- 
ure. They may have been affected by all 
they may have 
been a distinctive mark of some rank or 
What is evident from the specimen 
possessed by, Dr. Rojo is that they must 
have caused. suffering to those who used 
them, and,‘ therefore, it is to be inferred 
that the fashion or custom which preserib- 
ed them may have had a strong social or 
religious sanction. 

Another custom revealed by the teeth 
found in these prehistoric tombs is that of 
notching the teeth so as to form dove- 
tailed jndentations. Each contiguous pair 
of upper front teeth were notched for a 
certain distance upward and sideways, so 
as to bear a resemblance to battlements 
turned upside down. The lower teeth were 
alternately cut off and left of their natural 
Size, so as to fit in with the notches 
above. In other words, a lower tooth sit- 
vated below a cavity above was left of its 
natural size, and the adjoining tooth was 
cut off for some distance. Of course the 
upper and lower teeth thus treated would 
not meet at once, but it is a fact well 
known to dentists that if an upper tooth 
is cut off, the corresponding lower tooth 
will graduallx grow up to it, and vice 
varsa, if a lower tooth is sawed off the cor- 
responding upper tooth will grow down to 
it. Therefore, in course of time. the notch- 
ed teeth of these prehistoric Indians fitted 
into one another exactly, and must have 
given them a peculiarly firm grip upon any- 
thing they got between their teeth. 
- The fragment of skull which Dr. Howe 
has. as well as the tooth, is colored red, 
which must have resulted from their »eing 
dipped in mercury. This was naturally a 
post-mortem operation. 

The cavity tn the tooth In which the in- 
crustation, of iron pyrites is Inserted (it Is 
loose now and easily comes out) is perfect- 
ly .cireular and symmetrical. It argues 
good instruments and skillful workmanship. 
The instruments used were of tempered 
copper, the art of producing which has 
been lost. 

The little bell taken from 
which is also one of Dr. 
possessions, 1s green, of course, but it is 
otherwise in perfect preservation, and_ {it 
tinkles just as audibly as it did when de- 
posited jn the tomb, thousands of years 
ago, by a race of people that has per- 
ished,

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Fury of a Western Blizzard. 
From The 8t. Louis Gichbe-Democrat. 

'™y appreciate the severity of the storm 
that raged In Nebraska from the evening 
of November 2th to the morning of No 
vember 238d one must have been in the 
position of the stockmen of the state, ex- 
posed to all the fury of the blizzard on the 
open prairie, where the wind had an wn- 
interrupted sweep from the fiad Lands of 
South Dakota on the north to the gulf of 
Mexico on the south, and from the Rocky 
mountain range on the west to the tim- 
bered states of the Mississippi valley: on 
the east. For nearly three days and 
nights the velocity of the wind was that 
of a first-class tornado—seventy-five miles 
an hour—and during that whole period the 
atmosphere was filled with fine particles 
of snow and ice carried with the force of 
a rifle ball_against all obstructions. The 
ranchmen found it impossible to with- 
stand the elements, even with their ulsters 
and furs. But even if they could have 
done this it would have been dangerous 
to have gone many yards from their homes 
to the rescue of the stock, since it would 
have been impossible to have found their 
way back, as it was not possible to see 
ten yards ahead for many hours, During 
this time the mercury hed gone below 
zero, though the sensible temperature was 
many degrees colder. ‘This was the con- 
dition responsible for the heavy loss of 
sheep and cattle on the ranges of Ne- 
braska and in the sheep-feed.ng dens of 
the Stale. 

Commission men of the eastern markets 
kept the wires thot for several days trying 
to ascertain the extent of the loss, but it 
was a week before the ranchmen could 
agree ag to the loss sustained, and even yet 
many of them admit that their estimates 
may have to be changed either way consid- 
erably, as some of the cattle bunches wan- 
dere@ 100 miles from their range in their 
mad race td keep ahead of the storm, One 
instance as to the manner in which losses 
were sustained in sheep is given by James 
Berry, a large sheep owner, Whose ranch 
is situated near Ashland, but a few hun- 
dred yards om the percipitious banks of 
the Platte river. A buneh of about 1,000 
sheep were securely penned in @ large in- 
closure. After the storm had prevailed 
with great fury for several ‘hours this 
bunch began to smother the weaker ani- 
mals, all crowding toward the wall, which 
served as a windbreak. The herders went 
among them for the purpose of saving the 
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Hat Racks from $1.79 up. ~

made ajrush for the open, carried away a 
Strong fence and rushed madly off across 
the prairie. When the river was reached 
the whole bunch leaped into the stream, 
piled many feet deep, and every animal 
perished. This was the worst disaster 
chronicled during the storm, but there 
were many instances where similar buncn- 
es, running with the storm, periehed in 
streams or met death by rushing over prec- 
ipices. Even those herds which found tem- 
porary shelter in ravines and behind sand- 
hills were little better off, as they crowded 
together so closely as to smother half of 
the number. Before the sheep could be 
rescued that had been shut up in small 
draws by large drifts many of them per- 
ished, 

While the snowfall of the three days in 
the aggregate did not approximate four 
inches, the furious Wind kept the mass con- 
stantly in the atmosphere, moving with 
great foree, so that snow appeared to be 
falling in great clouds the whole three days 
and nights of the storm. Frequently rush- 
ing herds of cattle and sheep would strike 
these great drifts out on the open prairie

and go half way through them by the very | 


orce of their momentum, only to 
stick there and perish of cold and hunger. 
This was especially true of sheep, the 
tle being sufficiently strong in most cases 
to go through the largest drifts or kick 
their way out after a time. The manner in 
which the snow was piled up on the open 
prairie ini this storm was a surprise to the 
oldest pidneers in the state. None of them 
had ever'seen anythink like it before. Ob- 
structions no larger than a sandhill a foot 
high would start a drift, whieh would as- 
sume the proportions..of a gigantic moun- 
tain within an hour, only to melt away the 
next hour.

Consolidated Sald To Again Be Contem- 


plating Extension to Fort. 


“ANOTHER CHAPTER IN FIGHT 


President Woodruff Refuses To Af- 
firm or Deny the Report. 


(SPALDING MAKES WARM STATEMENT 


‘Says He Has Heard Consolidated Has 
Announced It Will Get Franchise 
from the New vouncil. 


From significant developments in the last 
few days, it seems as if the Consolidated 
Street Railway’ Company still intends to 
construct its proposed line to Fort McPher- 
son. It is salad that Mr. Anthony Murphy, 

representing the Consolidated, has been 
making efforts to secure rights of way 
along the route beyond the city limits, and 
that the company intends to build the new 
line in the near future. 

Some months ago the Consolidated start- 
ed to build a line to the barracks, but the 
county commissioners refused to allow the 


It is said that it 
is now the intention of the company to 
use the chert to the city limits and lay 
its tracks beside the chert road from the 
limits to. the barracks. 

This is only another chapter in the bitter 
fight being waged between the Consolidated 
and the Atlanta Railway companies. The 
main line of the latter company rung to 
Fort McPherson, and in case the Consoli- 
dated line is established there, severe com- 
petition will result. President Woodruff, 
when seen yesterday morning, neither af- 
firmed or denied the report. 

Attorney Jack Spalding, for the Atlanta 
Railway company, said of the report: 

Yes, I hear that the Consolidated in- 
tends to erect its line to the barracks. 
If I remember correctly, it seems to me 
they have been working on this line for 
eight or ten years. The plan, as I get it, 
is to use the chert road inside the city 
and to run beside the chert from the 
city limits, 

I understand, furthermore, that the 
Consolidated has made the announce- 
ment that it will get all the franchises 
it wants without conditions when the 
new council goes in next year. It may 
be that we are mistaken concerning the 
results of the recent elections, and that 
the Consolidated elected their men to 
council and on the county board, after 
all. The impression prevailed at one 
time, however, that the Consolidated 
was knocked out altogether, and that 
the people were to t.ave an inning. 

I do not believe that any council will 
grant the Consolidated franchises on 
more favorable terms than they did us. 
Moreover, I do not see how in decency 
they can expect council to grant them 
any franchises while they are defying 
council's authority and using every ef- 
fort to strangle our line and prevent its 
building its additton.

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NEWSPAPERS IN RUSSIA. 


History of the Press Under the Rule 
of the Czars. 

From The New York Times. ; 

There has never existed political press 
in the real ace: ptation of the term in Rus- 
sia. According to tmmemorial tradition 
the government of the ezar only allows the 
publication of news which is in every re- 
spect agreeable to its views and opin- 
ions. In certain special cases Of great im- 
portance, when it is thought necessary to 
either excite or to calm publie opinion. the 
Russian government is a trifle more len- 
Jent. Thus, for instance, in 1812, during the 
Wars against Napoleon I, two newspapers 
suddenly became the recognized organs of

The tragic end of Alex- 
ander Il’s reign (ssl) put a sudden stop to 
the realtive Hberalism which had existed in 

matter of the press. The Polos, the Or- 
der. the Moscow ‘rélegraph and other or- 
gans of the liberal party were suppressed. 
‘The remaining orgaas or the press becamé 
hoes of the autocratic regime 
inaugul by Alexander III. 

Until ‘the time of Katkot‘'s death in 188, 
the Moscow Gazette continued to be the 
mos influenial daily organ in the empire, 
The principal existing daily papers in the 
empire at present are the Novoie Vremia 
(the. New ‘limes), a newspaper having no 
politl al opinion, but wi lely read on ace 
count of its able editorial articles and its 
well-organized system of reporting, uniqug 
in Russia. The Novosti, a liberal sheet; tho 
the Sviet, an-ardent Slavophle organ; the 
Journal de St. Petersburg, published 
in French, a venerable orgah of he minister 
of foreign affairs, and finally the Nedielia 
a democratic oPran, widely read among unite 
versity students. 

There is a considerable number of month- 
ly magazines published in Russia. Chief 
among are the European Messenger, a 
liberal and progressive organ; the Rousskil 
Vrestnik (Russian Messenger). founded by 
Katkof, and the Russian Review, a newe 
comer in the field, having among its con- 
tributors Pau] Bourget. Melcehoir de Vogue, 
Paul Leroy-Beauliu and other noted Freneh 
litterateurs.

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3 More Tariff Talk. 

The Washington VTost, we fear, is 
about to drag some of its esteemed con- 
temporaries into a tariff discussion and 
then leave them to kick, and bite, and 
scuffle as best they may. ‘What The 
Post enjoys is an old-fashioned knock- 
down-and-drag-out fight, and it is laying 
the basis for one as carefully as a con- 
scientious architect prepares the founda- 
tions of a public building. 

It seems that Senator Gorman’s name 
has been mentioned as a possible demo- 
cratic candidate. At any rate, Sen- 
ator Faulkner, who was at one time a 
carefully groomed cuckoo, has said that 
his first choice for a candidate is “the 
ablest leader the democratic party can 
boast of today,” this leader being ‘“‘now 
a member of the United States senate.” 
This statement causes The Nashville 
American to suggest that Senator Gor- 
man is doubtless the man referred to, 
though “he is not in accord with the 
general democratic doctrine of tariff for 
revenue only.” 

Thereupon The Post, taking this state- 
ment ag its cue, goeg on to recount the 
history of tariff reform since 1892. This 
history is interesting enough, but it is 
to be feared that the tactics of our Wash- 
ington contemporary will stir up the 
nest of wild doctrinaires who have got 
it in their heads that “only” and “onli- 
est” are the sum and substance of tar- 
iff reform. We saw what these doc- 
trinaires did in 1893-4, When they were 
charged by the democratic platform to 
impose a tariff for revenue only. They 
had complete control of the matter in 
the house, and when the measure was 
completed, the announcement was made 
by the chairman of the ways and means 
committee that, instead ‘of providing a 
revenue for the support of the govern- 
ment, it would create a deficit of $40,000,- 
000 a year! 

Consequently, when the party had oc- 
casion to speak again, as it did in 1896, 
it left the “only” doctrinaires to bite 
their thumbs. It declared for such a 
measure of tariff reform as would pro- 
duce a revenue. But all this belongs 
to the past. Recent events have dem- 
onstrated beyond the shadow of a doubt 
thata protective tariff is inoperative so 
far as raising prices and wages is con- 
cerned. The leading protectionists are 
admitting this on every hand. They 
are surrendering their whole princi- 
ple and the theories on which it is based. 

Therefore, it is hardly possible for the 
tariff to cut much of a figure hereaf- 
ter. It will be talked about, of course. 
There are numerous high protectionists 
who do not know what else to talk 
about, and the “only” reformers must 
have their say, too, for it is about all 
they have to say. But it is incon- 
ceivable, after our recent experiences, 
and after the admissions of leading pro- 
tectionists which we have heretofore 
chronicled, that the intelligent working- 
men of this country can be induced to 
vote for protection on the ground that 
it will raise their wages. 

In the east, where this idea has been 
preached to the unfortunate working- 
men with persistence almost ferocious, 
the wages of laborers have steadily fall- 
en under the Dingley law until now they 
are so much lower’ than the pauper 
wages of Furope that our manufacturers 
are able to sel] their products right un- 
der the noses of their European com- 
petitors. To this fact is due the enor- 
mous expansion of our export trade the 
present year. 

We do not say that the Dingley law 
has been the cause of the reduction of 
wages; far from it. What we do say 
4s that if a protective tariff could raise 
wages, that event would have followed 
the operations of the Dingley law, Un- 
der all the circumstances, therefore, we 
do not see what profit there can be in 
a renewal of the tariff discussion except 
as a diversion for those who do not 
know what else to talk about. 

The Post reminds The Nashville Amer- 
fcan that the tax-exemption policy 
adopted by a number of southern dem- 
ocratic states for the purpose Of build- 
ing up manufacturing is an extreme 
plan of protection. This is true enough; 
but The American may very aptly retort 
‘that the plan, instead of adding to the 
tax burdens of the people in any shape 
‘or form, actually tends to lighten them 
in the long run. The exemption plan 
costs the taxpayers nothing to begin 
with, whereas the extreme protection 
plan of the republicans, when it can be 
made really operative, gouges the people 
every time they go into a store. A tar- 
iff tax, in the nature of things, can 
only be operative when prices here are 
higher than they are abroad; but when 
this is the case, the people are prosper- 
ous enough to pay the tax without much 
grumbling. 

The theory that has been exploded 
is that tariff taxes raise prices and 
wages. Protectionists have been com- 


ss 


| pelled to abandon it, and this means 
that they will be compelled to abandon 
the whole body of their doctrine, except 
this, that the tax is a good thing for 
manufacturers if they can put it in their 


pockets. 


The Sister o* the Maine. 

The news dispatches convey the tid- 
ings of the sailing of the Ybattleship 
Texas from Newport News on Wednes- 
day morning for Havana. 

The Texas is the sister ship of the 
Maine. They were both built on the same 
general lines, but alterations were made 
in the construction of the Texas. They 
were both stanch, swift, indefatigable 
marine bulldogs, and it wag predicted 
that when they bore down upon an ene- 
my his chances for life were not worth 
speculating on. Ever since that event- 
ful night when the -twin bearing the 
name of the northern state was blown 
to destruction in Havana harbor, the 
Lone Star battleship and its crew 
yearned for an opportunity for ven- 
geance. The fickle fortunes of war 
brought it into their path, and the Tex- 
as was oneofthe ships in at the death 
of Cervera’s fleet. 

And now the order has been i{ssued 
and obeyed, sending the Texas into the 
very harbor where its dauntless sister 
met the shock of an assassin’s torpedo. 
And what is more; the Texas will ride 
in the harbor of the Cuban capital un- 
der the same officer that commanded the 
Maine—Captain Sigsbee. What a versa- 
tile train of thought must occupy the 
mind of this hero when once more the 
guns of his vessel frown on the ancient 
city and his brilliant searchlight illu- 
minates every dark and historie cranny 
of bloody old Morro! What harrowing 
memories of the anguished shrieks of 
dying men, of heart-shaking and fearful 
scenes which will forever occupy a prom- 
inent place in the nation’s chamber of 
horrors! And with all these reminders of 
sorrow and death will come the happier 
thoughts of yictory, of American blood 
dearly avenged and of a down-trodden 
people uplifted by the power of a sister 
nation suffering from the wounds of a 
calamity which it took to its very heaft. 

The war is ended, and the Texas may 
rest in peace over the watery sepulcher 
of her sister ship. This simple order 
issued by the navy department and its 
fulfillment marks a tremendous change 
in the. new world’s history—a complete 
re-arrangement of the map of the West 
Indies and the blotting out of the last 
vestige of tyranny und oppression on 
the western hemisphere.

clared the Gettysburg battlefield a 
national park, and hag directed 
that the positions of every com- 
mand in both armies sha!l be located 
and marked with monuments and me- 
morial tablets. Also that avenues be 
constructed along the lines of battle as 
may be needed to render all parts of the 
field accessible. The secretary of war 
is carrying on this work through a com- 
mission on the ground, consisting of 
three old soldiers who were in the bat- 
tle—Colonel J. P. Nicholson, of Pennsyl- 
vania; Major C. A. Richardson, of New 
York, on the union side; and Major Wil- 
liam M. Robins, of the Fourth Alabama 
infantry, on the confederate side. The 
appeal to Colonel Hemphill is made be- 
cause it was in that battle that he re- 
ceived the wound which he now carries 
with so much pride as a memento of the 
lost cause. 

The northern’ states have already 
erected monuments to most of their com- 
mands before the national government 
took charge, and the main work which 
yet remains to be done pertains to the 
confederate positions. ‘This work is be- 
ing pushed on as rapidly as _ possible 
with the moderate appropriations made 
by congress, but more liberal appropri- 
ations are needed, as most of the ands 
on the confederate side are yet owned by 
individuals and must be acquired by the 
government. Without regard to sec- 
tional lines, the wish has been expressed 
that this splendid battlefield be fully 
marked on both sides. The recent speech 
of President McKin'ey in Atlanta was so 
much on this line that it Is now hoped 
there will be no further opposition to 
such appropriations as may be necessary 
to complete the work. 

The congressmen from 
should lend to this work all of their 
influence; as the sites to be marked 
will bear the record of the confederate 
lines, it becomes so much the more our 
duty to attend to it. It is to be hoped 
that the negotiations which Colonel 
Hemphill will inaugurate for the attain- 
ment of this worthy purpose will meet 
with full success,

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Reminiscences. 

Putting this and that together and 
taking into consideration a great many 
other things in regard to what old man 
Rataree used to call “our disinfected 
population,” it will hardly be denied 
that we are living in the midst of a 
period hilariously progressive, Old Uncle 
Phil Flipper has invented a gate that 
will open and shut itself, and Miss Ag- 
gie Pate has invented night-cap strings 
that are self-adjustible. We do not include 
in this list the brilliant performances 
of Tesla and other inheritors of the 
scientific jargon of Keely. Our purpose 
is simply to call attention to the fact 
that there is activity at both ends of the 
line as well as in the middle. 

But what we really need at this time 
is. an invention that will make the views 
of the workingmen of this country as 
important to the republican newspapers 
at one time as at another. For in- 
stance, we find some of them dwelling 
with peculiar emphasis on the fact that 
the annual convention of the American 
l’ederation of Labor unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution protesting against the 
policy of annexation and opposing an 
increase in the army. 

We are told that the American Feder- 
ation of Labor “is the largest and most 
powerful organization of the kind ever 
known in the United States. It num- 
bers nearly a million members,” who are 
nearly all voters, and its attitude to- 
ward annexation and imperialism “is a 
fay calculated to give pause to those 
imperialist politicians who are guiding 
their course by what they guess to be 
the popular sentiment.” 

This is true enough. but it is no truer 
now than jt was two years ago. The 
American Federation of Labor declared 
for the free coinage of silver™=aad the 
republican newspapers immediately be- 
gan to sneer at it. We were told that 
its leaders were a lot of deluded and 


| discontented agitators, who were always 
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| threatening the peace and good order 
of society. They were a lot of fellows 
who seemed bent on antagonizing labor 
and capital. Our readers will remem- 
ber the attacks made on organized labor 
by those who represented organized 
capital. Socialists who had combined 


denounced as socialists those who had 
combined to get better returns for their 
labor. 

But now, when these labor leaders 
announce that they are opposed to ex- 
pansion, the newspapers who joined in 
denouncing them now unite in pat- 
ting them on their backs. It is a very 
pretty spectacle. 

It is to be doubted, however, whether 
the workingmen of the country are any 
more interested in opposing expansion 
that they were in opposing the gold 
standard. If they voted unanimously 
against the latter, Bryan would have 
been elected. But they did not so vote, 
and, as a result, we have the gold stand- 
ard, with all its beautiful trimmings of 
lower wages for skilled labor, and no 
wages at al] for many of those who have 
found employment heretofore. More- 
over, as another result of democratic 
defeat, we have those vexing questions 
in which the leaders of labor pereeive 
new menaces. 

But, as the man who had been knocked 
down and run over remarked to the 
doctor, excuse these reminiscences.

An Unfertunate Saying. 

The other day in Savannah Major Gen- 
eral Shafter is quoted ag having said: 

“It seems to me that a great many per- 
sons have an erroneous idea respecting our 
relationg with the Cubans. As I view it, 
we have taken Spain’s war upon ourselves. 
We shall in all probability hear a good 
deal more of the ‘insurgents.’ ’’ 

“How about self-government for Cu- 
bans?’ General Shafter was asked. 

“Self-government!’’ he repeated. ‘‘Why, 
those people are no more fit for self-gov- 
ernment than gunpowder is for hell!’’ 

The quotation thus ascribed to Gen- 
eral Shafter is one most unfortunate 
of expression, and militates more against 
the speaker than it doesqagainst the 
people whom he criticises.\. It is no- 
torious among officers and newspaper 
correspondents who accompAnied the ex- 
pedition of General Shafter to Cuba, 
that he ix the one man Whom they all 
unite in censuring.. I*or some reason 
or other, while enthusiastic praise goes 
out to others, whenever the name of 
Shafter is mentioned a dead chill falls 
over the audience. It has been diffi- 
ult for the general public to under- 
stand this repugnance against the man, 
but the explanation can be fully found 
in the quotation just made from him. 

When General Shafter went to Santi- 
ago one of his first acts was to antago- 
nize the leaders of the Cuban forces, 
and when he had done so and spread de- 
moralization in their ranks, then he 
took advantage of a condition brought 
about by himself to begin a course of 
censure of the Cubans which he has 
never given up. His denunciation of 
General Garcia were entirely out of 
place, considering that the great Cuban 
wag his ally, and has been completely 
answered and offset by the fact that 
Major General Miles has paid the high- 
est tribute to the Cuban chief and the 
men who served under him. 

It may be that the Cubans will prove 
themselves incapable of self-government, 
but whether that be so or not, it must 
be admitted that General Shafter is in- 
capable of governing his own tongue. 

Why He Is an Autocrat. 

It is said that the house democrats 
and republicans are plotting untiringly 
against Speaker Reed, but the statement 
is absurd on the face of it. It is true 
that the house has practically ceased to 
be a representative body, and it is equal- 
ly true that the whole course of legis- 
lation ig practically dictated by the 
speaker; but his power does not origin- 
ate with him. He did not acquire it 
by scheming and conspiring, and it can 
hardly be said that he is responsible for 
the present state of affairs. : 

The truth is that the republican side of 
the house is afraid of open discussion, 
and is doubtful of its ability to keep its 
members together in support of any 
measure that may be introduced in the 
regular way. Owing to this fear, the 
republicans have surrendered their poy 
eras representatives of the people, an 
have placed it in the keeping of Speak- 
er Reed. He has accepted the respon- 
sibility and is exercising it as his judg- 
ment and experience dictate. It is as 
if a small boy who has come into pos- 
session of a dime is afraid he’ll lose 
it, or that some bigger or shrewder boy 
will get it away from him. He carries 
it to his esteemed pa for safe-keeping, 
and feels very much relieved. 

In this way the republicans of the 
house have surrendéred their power and 
authority as representatives of the peo- 
ple into the hands of Speaker Reed for 
safe-keeping. Therefore, when any 
reader of a newspaper finds a republi- 
can journal referring to the autocratic 
power of Mr. Reed, he is justified in 
turning up his nose. Mr. Reed has no 
power that is not deliberately conferred 
on him by the republicans. If he is 
the legislative czar it is because the re- 
publican members of the house, afraid 
that they will lose their heads in a dis- 
cussion ora parliamentary contest, have 
placed all their power in the hands of 
one man.

| MRS.W.H.FELTON’S REPLY TO 


DR. HAWTHORNE’S ATTACK 
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Editor Constitution—The special dispatch 
from Nashville to The Constitution of to- 
day regarding the sensational sermon of 
Dr. J. B. Hawthorne in the pulpit of the 
First Baptist church of that city did not 
surprise me very greatly. His attack on 
a private individual from the sacred desk 
is what Dr. Hawthorne can do (and what 
no prudent or sensible preacher can afford 
to do), namely, hide himself in a place to 
make attacks where his opponent is not 
Drivilege@ to appear. It is the policy of a 
craven and coward, and like the notorious 
Bible character who fled for his life and 
clung to the horns of the altar for safety, 
he should get what he has earned without 
regard for his cloth or calling. 

Dr, Hawthorne has not forgiven me for 
that notable discussion of some years ago 
as to “Mr. Jay Gould’s Whereabouts.’’ He 
has writhed under the rebuke he then 
received all these years, and now he pops 
up in a Nashville pulpit to malign me, to 
attack my mind and motives, to utter will- 
‘ful falsehoods, and uses the sacred desk to 
vent the ignoble spite of a vindictive man 
with venomous, revengeful instincts. When 
I recollect our newspaper collision over the 
ecclesiastical venom he inflicted on the 
dead financier from his pulpit in Atlanta, 
and then think of Miss Helen Gould, the 
noble Woman thanked by congress for great 
deeds and unparalleled generosity—of this 
tender, devoted daughter, who was shed- 
ding filial tears over her father’s corpse 
at the very time wnen Dr. Hawthorne was 
hurling epithets and “grilling his bones” 
In eternal torment, I am inciined to think 
1 am honored by his abuse of yesterday, 
and fortunate in being spared the odium 
Of his good opinion. 

If Dr, Hawthorne’s mind ig not unbal- 
anced, he is a mistit in other places besides 
the pulpit. His speculating schemes in 
Alabama, Where the dupes were left minus 
their money and the speculator retired to 
an Atlanta pulpit on $5,000 per annum as 
Salary, would indicate his proper calling 
Or profession. His picture on the ‘‘Ger- 
meétuer’’ circulars and his patent medicine 
notoriety would go to show that he is a 
quack ag well as a boom speculator, and 
while I asked no questions, | am satisfied 
that his congregation in Atlanta. breathed 
a sigh of relief when the Germetuer ‘‘boom”’ 
doctor moved his methods and manners 
as far away as the city of Nashviile. Af- 
ter our ‘Jay Gould’? newspaper experience 
[ was flooded with letters, many of them 
from Virginia, where he practiced his vart- 
ous devices and callings before he came 
to Georg’a, thanking me most heartily for 
puncturing a gas bag of immense caliber 
and questionable sanctity. But I am re- 
membered by Dr. Hawthorne, and his re- 
membrance fired his mind and heart when 
he entered the pulpit of the First Baptist 
church in Nashville on yesterday to do 
the dirty work of a ward politician as well 
as wreaking vengeance on me, wearing a 
priest’s robe for his ow. protection from 
deserved 'chastisement, 

Allow me to reproduce one paragraph 
from today’s Constitution that I may re- 
view his statement accurately: ‘‘When 
she exclaims ‘Hang a thousand of them" 
she represents humanity verging toward 
the animal and the fiend. She makes us 
think of a misanthrope to whose soul sum- 
mer has never come and spring has forever 
faded. She writes like one whose reason 
ls dethroned by anger and revenge. Such 
hatred as that of Juvenal, of Junius. of 
Byron is tame and maudlin in comparison 
With the wrath which she fulminates 
against the adversaries of mob law.” 

The statement here made that I fulmi- 
nated any wrath or expressed opposition 
to those who deprecated mob law, 1 pro- 
nounce to be a slander. I defy its author 
to show the page or line to substantiate 
it. This viperous ,tongue which defiled 
the pulpit of the First Baptist echureh in 
Nashville knew it to be false when he ut- 
tered it. 

What are the facts? In the month of 
August, 1897, I delivered an address to 
the State Agricultural Society at Tybee, 
upon the invitation and solicitation of the 
Society, expressed by its president. My 
Subject. was “The Needs of Farmers’ 
Wives.’’ I spoke to a large audience of 
representative men, the bone and sinew 
of Georgia’s prosperity and patriotism. lI 
told of the necessity for better buildings, 
better food, recreation in their lives, ap- 
preciation of their work and security in 
their homes for themselves and their young 
daughters. I warned these representative 
men of.the terrible effects that were al- 
ready seen in the corruption of the negro 
vote, their venality, the use of whisky, the 
debasement of the ignorant and the in- 
citement of evi] passion in the vicious. 
That week there were seven lynchings pub- 
lished in Georgia for the fearful crime 
Of rape. J told them that these erimes 
had grown and increased by reason of the 
corruption andj debasement of the right of 
suffrage; that it would grow and increase 
with every election where white men equal- 
ized themselves at the polls with an infe- 
rior race and coutrolled their votes by 
bribery and whisky. A crime nearly un- 
known before and during the war had be- 
come an almost daily occurrence ,and mob 
law had also become omnipotent—in the 
face of such intolerable outrages on help- 
less womankind—but said I, ‘‘When there 
is not enougt religion in the pulpit to or- 
ganize a crusade against this sin, nor 
enough justice in the courthouse to prompt- 
ly punish the crime and not enough man- 
hood in the eountry to put a sheltering arm 
about innocence and virtue, then’ 1 say to 


you that if anything else will or can hap-. 


pen—if it takes lynching to protect wo- 
man’s dearest possession from drunken, 
ravening human beasts—then I say lynch a 
thousand a week if it becomes necessary.”’ 

There were hundreds of good, true men 
who listened to me. They cheered me to 
the echo; they understood my rebuke to 
the politics which has made the purchase 
and bribery of negro voters a disgrace to 
the south; they knew I was sounding a note 
of entreaty and warning, and I can appeal 
to every honorable man who was present 
on that occasion to say whether this sen- 
sational pulpiteer in a Nashville ehurch 
did not malign and slander the earnest 
speaker, whose heart has been, during a 
long life, the faithful friend of the women 
of her native state! 

I spoke the truth; for when all other rem- 
edies fail, when churches fail to rouse their 
members to the dangers, when courts fail 
to convict the criminal, when the authon- 
ties pardon rapists and women are destroy- 
ed in the vilest manner on the public hig*h- 
Ways and in their homes by drunken, lust- 
filled fiends in human shape, then husbands 
and fathers will rise in their wrath and 
desperation and rebuke the crime with a 
short shift and a strong ropt! That’s Geor- 
gia law, gentlemen—and that assemblage 
of farmers at Tybee said, “Amen!”’ 

Some years ago on our own farm a ne- 
gro girl was assaulted by a negro brute. 
Hler colored grandmother rescued her in 
her agony and frantic struggles, The 
father of that girl, himself & negro, pur- 
sued that rapist through our fields with 
bloodhounds, and if the county officers ‘had 
not reached the offender first, he would 
have died right there without judge or 
jury. That’s the verdict of fatherhood re- 
gardiess of color, gentlemen! 

I gave the warning at Tybee. 
ed mob law. I pleaded for more 
in the churches, more prompiness in the 
courthouses, more manhood than the in- 
citement of evil passions in the degraded 
and vicious: and while Georgians thanked 
me, I am carried by name into a Nashville 
pulpit by a slick-haired, = slick-tongued, 
Pecksniffian pulpit blatherskite to be re- 
viled by the enemies of the southern peo- 
ple, because of this earnest defense of my 
own race and sex of the wives and daugh- 
ters of southern men in their unprotected 
rural homes! After that address at Tybee 
was sent all over the United States, I had 
thanks without number from reputable 
northern men—many of them federal sol- 
diers, who fought for the union—and after 
the negro Manley maligned the 
southern white women with the 
basest of imputations and the _ no- 
torious Mrs. Grannis was reported as 
declaring all the ‘“‘white women of the south 
to be full of colored blood.”’ I-was flooded 
with letters of the vilest obscenity and 
abuse from the ignorant and misled colored 
people in the north and wést. It was a 
revelation of the teachings which had been 
ingrafted into illiteracy and inflamed hatred 
toward the white women of the south by 
the very offscouring of filth and impurity. 
But one white man made an indignant re- 
ply, and he said he was the husband of a 
dark-skinned Philadelphia negress. 

The conservative, far-seeing, right-mind- 
ed, business-inclined, colored people of the 
south are as prompt to condemn the atroci- 
ous crime that precedes lynching as the 
white race. One-half the time and temper 
spent on rebuking mob law, in such cases 
as are here discussed, if exercised in pre- 
venting the crime and in education against 
the crime and public warnings of what the 
crime will surely bring, would, in my opin- 
lon, go very far toward public relief as re- 
gardg this mooted question. The colored 
race are afflicted with a large number of 
ignorant and easily-impressed persons in-

FUND HAS BEEN INCREASED

so doing, but what was the reason?

Several communications similar to the 
above have peen received by The Constitue- | 
tion since the adjournment of the legisla-. 
ture, and they go to show the very lively 
interest that ig being taken just now in the 
general question of the payment of confed- 
erate pensions. Not only has our own as- 
sembly got this important matter before 
them so prominently that it is vertain to 
act upon it as soon as the next sessidn 
convenes, but, thanks to the remarks made 
by President McKinley during his recent 
visit to Atlanta, congress, too, is to Le 
ealled upon to take action. Senator Builer, 
of North Carolina, on Tuesday last intro- 
duced in the upper house an amemliment to 
the national pension law, which ‘reads as 
follows: 

“That from and after the passage of this 
bill every pension law now on ts statute 
booKs shall apply to every invalid soldier, 
Widow, minor child, dependent relative, the 
army nurses and all other pensioners who 
may be able to prove their claims under 
the present pension laws without regard to 
whether said soldier was enlisted in the 
federal or confederate service of the civil 
War of 1861-65, provided that those enlisted 
In the confederate service shall not draw 
any back pensions prior to the passage of 
this |. but their elaim under existing 
laws shall begin and become operative with 
the passage of this hill.”

Had the Brandon bills become law there 
would have been no inerease in pension 
appropriations, and what Mr. Pope speaks 
of as the almost universal sentiment of the 
state would have been carried out. But 
in the absence of this much needed legisla- 
tion the pension fund is fixed by arbitrary 
provisions of law, an@ the appropriations 
for the years 1899 and 1999 were made on the 
basis of acts which will steadily Increase 
the appropriation until it is amended or 
repealed. These acts give pensions to threa 
classes—to indigent or dependent veterans, 
to invalid or disabled veterans, and to the 
widows of veterans. The two latter classes 
are paid $60 a year without regar@ to thetr 
ci¥cumstances, whether rich or poor, and 
the law gives no state official any disecre- 
tion in the matter of paying them. 

The provision regarding widows ig well 
understood, but there are few people in the 
state outside of those directly interested 
who understan@ exactly what an invalid 
pension means.

Al] bids submitted by builders for the con- 
tract of erecting the new annex to the coun- 
ty courthouse were rejected at the meeting 
of the board of commissioners held yester- 
day at 12 o’clock. There were six, and no 
one of them coming within the appropria- 
tion of $100,000, all were thrown out. The 
lowest bid was received from Gude & Walk- 
er, of Atlanta—$129,900. 

After all the bids were read Commission- 
er Palmer said that all would have to be 
rejected, as the county had but $100,000 with 
which to build the annex and no more could 
be obtained. 

“T move that all bids be rejected,” he said. 

Judge Rosser assented to Mr. Palmer's 
motion and Chairman Brown said there was 
no alternative but to reject all the bids. 
Commissioner Spalding asked that he be 
given time to have a talk with Mr. Grant 
Wilkins, who prepared the plans and speci- 
fications. In a few minutes all were ready 
for the motion and it was unanimously car- 
ried. 

Twenty-seven applications were made for 
plans and specifications by contractors, but 
only six bids were receiv ed. The reason no 
more bids were presented was that the 
contractors discovered from the plans and 
specifications that the building could not be 
erected within $100,000 and they thinking the 
county did not want to pay more than that 
amount, did not bid.

The motion was carried and 
the amount ordered paid. The amount of 
the bill is about $1,500. 

Work on Hemphill Avenue.

There will be a police force of 1,000 men 
in Havana at the beck and eall of Military 
Governor Ludlow, so that American meth- 
ods of peace guardianship may be fairly 
tested in the Cuban capital.

WYLIE MAKES HIS 
ANNUAL REPORT 


Commissioner of Public Works Submits | 


Record of Year. 


THE FORCE HAS BEEN BUSY 


Good Number of Streets Have Been 
Graded and Repaiged. 


INCREASE IN PERSONS AT STOCKADE 


There Were 355 More Inmates There 
This Year Than Last—Captain 
Wylie’s Figures in Full. 


The various heads of municipal depart- 
ments are at work preparing their annual 
reports to be submitted to the council at 
the end of the year. Captain D. G. Wylie, 
cOmmissioner of public works, was the first 
to complete his record, and it was handed 
in yesterday. 

The figures show that the public works 
department has been unusually busy this 
year. A good deal of work hag been done 
on the streets, etc., and the result evi- 
dences the great efficiency of the popular 
head of this department, and his secretary, 
Mr, Frank Moses. 

There is very little difference between the 
amount Of work done on the streets and 
sewers and sidewalks this year and last. 
The report of the stockade shows that 335 
more prisonerga were sent there this year 
than last. The average number of prison- 
ers a day was five more than last year. 
The cost of maintaining the stockade was 
$33.21 cheaper this year than last.

Forced To Hold a Mexican Mining 

King’s Fortune While Latter Slept. 
From The Kansas City Journal. 

Mr. Cc. P. Wheeler, the mining king of 
Humulco, Mexico, has much cause for con- 
gratulating himself that he fell in with an 
honest man when he boarded the Santa Fe 
limited at Albuquerque last Thursday on 
his journey east. He is manager for his 
own valuable property there, and also 
looks after the interests of several non- 
resident syndicates and handles large quan- 
tities of cash all the time. 

When he was shown his berth in 
sleeper <Aestes, in charge of Condus‘tor 
Breed, of Chicago, and Porter W. H. Hubd- 
bell, of Kansas City, he informed the por- 
ter that he intended to surrender himself 
wholly to his care and wanted all the at- 
tention that was required. Mr. Hubbe’l 
has been in the Pullman service long 
enough to know exactly what was required 
and he stowed the mining king away snug- 
ly in his berth. 

Prior to falling asleep Mr. Wheeler called 
Porter Hubbell to him and said he had 
some cash he wanted to turn over for safe- 
keeping. Mr. Hubbell declingd to take it, 
but declinations don’t ge with the mining 
king and he simply called the porter to 
him and loaded him up with his valuables. 
He reached down in his bootleg and pulled 
out a rou of new bills and hianded them to 
the porter with the injunction to take care 
of it during the night. Mr. Hubbell would 
not take it except that it ae witnessed, 
and Conductor Breed and N. J. Ajdrich, of 
Aurora, Ill., and A. M. Now #4 of Chicgao, 
witnessed the acceptance of the _ trust. 
There were bills of $1,000 denomination in 
the roll. When he saw the amount Mr. 
Hubbell said he was going to back out 
right there. 

“No you won't,” said the mfiiner; ‘“‘just 
take the rest of it,"’ and he fished out of 
his pockets a dozen drafts and a letter of 
credit for sums aggregating more than 
$10,000 more and handed them to the por- 
ter and then rolled into his berth and 
Quietly went to sleep. 

All that night Mr. Hubbell sat in the op- 
posite berth watching the slumber of the 
miner. Not once did he let his eyes close 
in sleep, nor did he take the roll out of his 
hand all night. 

The next morning the miner awoke and, 
without the slightest air of surprisa, had 
his fortune returned to him. He took it 
as a simple matter, and promised to re- 
ward the porter for his kindness, and Fri- 
day night, when the train reached Kansas 
City, Mr. Hubbell was called to the berth 
and the miner dropped into his hand two 
twenty-dollar gold coins. It was a tip 
that was so liberal the porter was aston- 
ished, but the miner made it still better by 
presenting him with a miners’ heavy over- 
coat, a creation that is made to weather 
any experiences the wiuter in the moun- 
tains may bring. 

Mr, Hubbell arrived from his run yester- 
day.

He 
admitted he was delighted to get rid of 
the cash and heaved a great sigh of relief 
when it was safely returned and the big 
miner tucked it snugly away down in his 
capacious bootleg. 

‘“T’ve had lots of tips and seen plenty of 
money, but it makes a man feel queer to 
have $31,000 in clean new bills in his posses- 
Sion and the owner seund asleep ail the 
time,”” he decared. “I am always willing

State Treasurer Speer Says It Was Im- 
possible To Make Out Checks.

LEGISLATORS RUSHED HIM 


The Public Schools Will Get $1,397,- 
922 Next Year, a Loss of $242,- 
000 from This Year. 


State Treasurer Speer did not lke the in- 
terview published by The Constitution yes- 
terday with State School Commissioner 
Glenn. The latter had explained that the 
delay in getting off the pay for 8,30 school 
teachers in Georgia was not his fault. Pro- 
fessor Glenn wanted the 8,300 teachers and 
the 16,000 other people, more or less, who 
share in the pay of the teachers, to under- 
stand that he had attempted to get the 
money out of the treasury for ten days. 

Yesterday the treasurer, the comptroller 
general, Colonel W, A. Wright and Profes- 
sor Glenn met to figure up the amount of 
money which the schools will get the coming 
year. 

Treasurer Speer referred to Professor 
Glenn’s interview. The treasurer said that 
one of ‘his clerks had been sick, and he had 
the legislature to pay off, and that it had 
been a physical impossibility for him to 
make out the 16 or 170 checks for the 
county superintendents of education. 

Professor Glenn thought that an extra 
effort should have been made by the treus- 
urer in order to accommodate 25,000 people 
who were waiting for the teachers to be 
paid. 

After the talk between the treasurer ard 
the commissioner of educatiou, Professor 
Glenn made the following statement to @ 
representative of The Constitution: 

“Since the publication of the interview 
this morning, ‘Treasurer Speer has informed 
me that the délay in the issuance of the 
schoo] checks from his office was caused by 
the illness of one of his clerks, and’ by the 
rush of work occasioned by the miking of 
settlements with the mempbe.'s of ihe legis- 
lature, who left on the i7th instant. 

‘“‘Mr. Speer states that under the circume- 
Stances it was a physical impossibility to 
make out the checks earlier, and he regrets 
the delay as I do, 

“The school officials and, through them, 
the teachers were notified that tne checks 
would be issued on December 15th, cand it 
is but natural that they should charge any 
delay to me, which, notwithstanding the 
circumstances which necessitated the delay 
in the treasury department, would be an 
injustice to myself. 

‘“‘However, the checks have ben delivered 
to me today. I have mailed them to the 
county school commissioners, and the great- 
er number of the teachers will have their 
money by the end of the week.”

Prime’s Weekly Crop Letter. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Chicago, December 17.—In the main the 
same general conditions which prevailed 
at the date of my letter of the 10th instant 
are still with us. 

If there is any difference, there is an 
improvement, but at this season of the 
year when we cannot tell what a day will 
bring forth in our weather conditions, it 
is impossible to have made clearer skies, 
better temperature and everything favora- 
ble for an unprecedented holiday trade 
and general business of the entire country. 

Virtually we have the corn crop gath- 
ered. What is left in portions of Iowa and 
Nebraska will make very little difference 
except to individuals, but the trade at 
large will never know whether the corn 
has been secured in good order or still lies 
under the snow. 

Everything has shaped very favorably for 
the movement of the corn crop, but the 
week now closing has shown no increase 
in receipts of corn at terminal points. 

The: great hog receipts of the past week 
or ten days pointed conclusively to where 
a very large proportion of this corn crop 
and previous ones has gone and is still go- 
ing. Good roads; hogs fattened and ready 
to ship; absence of chelera. These are 
the main causes of the free run of hogs 
this winter. 

The winter wheat for the first time this 
season is generally under snow, but except 
in the more northern areas of the belt 
the snow eovering is very light. Farmers 
are not free sellers of winter wheat, and 
we shall now see them holding on to their 
reserves with more than usual strength 
until the status of the growing crop is de- 
termined.

From The Wall Street Journal. 

Wheat made the higthest price for two 
months last week and closed with a mod- 
erate net advance for the week. Argen- 
tine crop prospects, the export business 
and a possible decrease in the visible sup- 
ply have been the features of late, accom- 
panied by a falling off in the primary moye- 
ment and a maintenance of the heavy rate 
of actual clearances. Some three million 
wheat is expected to disappear for the time 
being from on the lakes into cars in transit 
to seaboard, and the statement of a de- 
crease in the visible supply may on this 
account be somewhat misleading. Reports 
of increased Russian offerings are contirm- 
ed in various ways. The relatively greater 
advance in American markets compured 
with those abroad has worked against a 
renewal of the large export engagemen‘s of 
a month ago, and as Europe must have 
wheat for months to come, the business has 
been at least partially diverted elsewhere. 
Exporting houses in the local market are 
most of them bearish and short of wheat, 
finding it difficult to sell at a profit abroad. 
The short interest is therefore of such 
amount that support naturally comes to the 
market on declines. The recent advance 
having started from Chicago, a movement 
to bring in the short interest is possible, 
especially if seconded by a strong outside 
speculative demand later on the part of 
the public. Damage now reported to Ar- 
gentine wheat can but be in quality rather 
than quantity. Elsewhere over the world 
the crop reports are of unusual promise, 
and.the prospects seem to favor low-priced 
wheat for 1899. That the small stocks in 
sight will be drawn down during the winter 
is expected, especially with continued 
port movement even on a reduced 
and until foreign offerings show in exports, 
will form the basis for many a sharp rally. 
A striking feature of the week is that out of 
total shipments from exporting countries of 
eight million bushels, six million and over 
are from Americ.
